TSlor  can  his  Reputation 
thereby  fuffer  with  any  who  were 
acquainted  with  his  ^  erf  on  ,  and 
the  true  Intentions  of  his  AElions> 
and  knew  him  in  the  latter  part 
of  his  Life. 

His  great  Misfortune,  and  fo 
he  accounted  it,  wm  to  be  enga~ 
ged  in  the  Unhappy  Wars,  where* 
of  he  dejired  no  other  Memorial 

than 
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than  the  Att  of  Oblivion  5  which 
few  that  ever  needed  y  better  de- 
ferred. v 

It  cannot  be  denied,  but  <m  a 
Soldier,  his  Life  would  furnifh 
jus  Noble  a  Memoir  as  the  Age, 
has  produced,  front  the  time  that 
lye  began  with  a  Troop  of  Horfe^ 
and  a  few  undifciplined  Forces  in 
the  North,  to  his  being  General 
of  a  Victorious  Army  in  the 
South  3  which  he  Governed,  not 
as  a  Cypher ,  but  with  great  Pru- 
dence and  Conduft,  in  Councils  of 
War  y  as  well  as  animated  by  his 
tperfonal  Courage  in  the  Field,  as 
long  as  they  had  any  Enemy  to  op* 
pofe  them.  But 


But  after  that,  they  broke  into 
FaBionSy  and  were  oVer-run  with 
Enthujiafm  ,  and  became  Ungo- 
vernable by  their  General  y  when* 
they  chofe  their  own  Agitators, 
and  were  managed  by  Men  of  the 
deepeji  Dijfimulation  and  Hypo- 
crijie  :  by  whofe  fair  but  treache- 
rous (promifes,  fome  Greater  than 
Himfelf,  were  deceived  to  their 
own  tffyiin. 

Tl?at  moJITragical  and  Deplora- 
ble part  of  the  Civil  War  y  the 
Death  of  the  K^ng^  he  utterly  from 
his  Soul  abhorred,  and  lamented  to 
his  dying  day  5  and  neVer  mentioned 
it  but  with  Tews  in  his  Eyes. 
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The  retired  part  of  his  Life 
gave  him  greater  Satisfaction  than 
all  his  former  Vi&ories,  when  he  li- 
ved quietly  at  his  ownHouje  at  Nun- 
Applecon  in  Yorkshire  3  always 
earneflly  wiflnng  and  praying  for  the 
%eflitution  of  the  %oyal  Family^ 
and  fully  refolded  to  lay  hold  on  the 
firfi  good  Opportunity  to  contribute 
his  part  towards  it  3  which  made 
him  always  lookt  upon  with  a  jea- 
lous eye  by  the  UJurpers  of  that 
time. 

As  foon  as  he  was  invited  by  Ge- 
neral Monk  to  aljifl  him  againfl 
Lambert'*  Army ,  he  cheerfully 
embraced  the  Occafton^  and  appear- 
ed 


ed  at  the  Head  of  a  brave  'Body  of 
Gentlemen  of  Yorkfliirej  and  up- 
on  the  Reputation  and  Authority  of 
his  Nam 'e , Brigade  of 
Twelve  7l.nufand  Horfe  forfook^ 
Lambert'*  Army,  and  joyned  with 
him  3  the  Confequence  was  the  im- 
mediate breaking  of  all  Lam- 
bert^ Forces,  which  ga\>e  General 
Monk  an  etffy  March  into  Eng- 
land. ...  - 

This  was  always  acknowledged, 
not  only  by  General  Monk,  but 
by  the  IQng  himfelf  as  a  fignal 
Tejiimony  of  his  Zeal  to  make  a~ 
mends  for  what  was  pajiy  and  of 
the  Very  confiderable  Ajfiftance  he 

gave 
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gave  towards  the  reftorhig  the 
al  Family.  \ 

After  he  had  waited*. on  his  Ma~ 
jefty  in  Holland ,  as  one  of  the 
Commijjioners  fent  to  inYite  him 
home y  and  had  feen  the  I\ing  efla~ 
bliflid  on  his  Throne,  he  retired  Or 
gain  into  his  own  Country,  where  he 
died  in  (peace,  in  the  6oth  Tear  of 
his  An.  Anno  1671.  leaVin^be- 
hind  him  his  only  -Daughter,  the 
Lady  Mary  Vutchefs  of  Buck- 
ingham.        '  - 

I  fhall  now  fay  no  more  of  him, 
but,  That  Jo  long  as  Unfeigned 
ffiiety  towards  God,  InYtncible  Cou- 
rage, joyned  with  wonderful  Mo- 
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defty  ,  and  exceeding  Good  1SU- 
ture  :  Jujlice  and  Charity  to  all 
men  in  his  private  Life;  and 
an  Ingenuous  Acknowledgment  of 
his  (public!^  Error,  with  hearty 
Endeavours  to  make  (Reparation, 
as  foon  as  he  was  convinced  of  it, 
flyall  be  efteemed  in  the  World:  So 
long  fhall  the  Name  of  my  Lord 
Fairfax  be  honoured  by  good  Men, 
and  be  had  in  perpetual  Remem- 
brance. 

Your  Lordfhip  had  the  good  for- 
tune to  be  bom  after  the  Storms  and 
Tempefts  of  that  Age :  (But  you 
haVe  had  the  Honour  to  appear 
eminently  in  defence  of  our  Reli^ 
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giortj  and  Civil  (Rjghts,  in  this  lajl 
happy  ^Volution  ,  as  your  ISloble 
(predeceffor  did  at  the  ^eflora* 
tion.

Comfort  of  their  Remembrance, 
I  fhall  fet  down,  as  thev  come 
into  my  Mind ,  thote  things 
wherein  I  have  found  the  won- 

B  derful 


derful  AfTiftance  of  God  to  me 
in  the  Time  of  the  War  in  the 
"North;  though  not  in  that  me- 
thodical and  polifh'd  Manner  as 
might  have  been  done,  being 
intended  only  for  my  own  Sa- 
tisfaction, and  help  of  my  Me- 
mory. 

My  Father  was  call'd  forth 
by  the  Importunity  of  his  Coun- 
try to  join  with  them  in  their 
own  Defence,  which  was  con- 
firm'd  by  a  Commi/uon  from 
the  Parliament. 

Bradford,  The  firft  Action  we  had  was 
at  Bradford.  We  were  about 
three  hundred  Men,  the  Ene- 
my feven  or  eight  hundred , 
and  two  Pieces  of  Ordnance. 
They  affaulted  us  5  W,e  drew 

out 


out  clofe  to  the  Town  to  re- 
ceive them  ;  They  had  the  Ad- 
vantage of  the  Ground  ,  the 
Town  being  encompafled  with 
Hills,  which  expofed  us  more 
to  their  Cannon ,  from  which 
we  receiv'd   fome  Hurt  $  but 
our  Men  defended  thofe  Pafla- 
ges  by  which  they  were  to  de- 
■  fcend ,  fo  well ,  that  they  got 
no  ground  of  us ;  and  now  the 
day  being  fpent,  they  drew  off, 
and  retired  to  Leeds. 

A  few  days  alter,  Captain 
Hotbam  with  three  Troops  of 
Horfe ,  and  fome  Dragoons, 
came  to  us :  Then  We  march'd 
to  Leeds  3  but  the  Enemy  having 
Notice  of  it,  quitted  the  Town, 
and  in  hafte  fled  to  Tori:.

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Tadcajhr.     We  advanc'd   to  Tadcafier  1 

eight  Miles  from  Tork,  that  we 

i  i 

mi^ht  have  more  room  and 

be  lefs  burthenfome  to  Our 
Friends  5  and  being  increaled 
to  one  thoufand  Men,  it  was 
thought  fit  that  we  mould 
keep  the  Pals  at  Wetherby,  for 
the  fecuring  of  the  W^-Riding, 
or  the  greateft  part  of  it , 
from  whence  cur  chief  Sup- 
plies came. 

Wtxhnby.  I  was  fcoi  to  Wetherby  with 
three  hundred  Foot,  and  for- 
ty Horfe  -j  The  Enemy's 
next  defign  from  Yorl^,  was  to 
fall  upon  my  Quarters  there, 
being  a  Place  very  open,  and 
eafy  for  them  to  affaulr,  there 
ring  fo  many  back-ways,  and 

Friends 
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Friends  enough  ro  direct  them, 
and  give  them  intelligence. 

About  fix  a  clock  one  morn- 
ing they  fell  upon  us  with  eight 
hundred  Horfe  r.nd  Foot,  the 
Woods  thereabout  favouring 
them  lo  much,  that  Our  Scouts  • 
had  no  notice  of  them ,  and 
no  Allarm  was  given  till  they 
were  ready  to  enter  the  Town  : 
Which  they  might  eafiiy  do, 
the  Guards  being  all  afleep  in 
Houfes  I  for  in  the  beginning 
of  the  War,  Men  were  as  im- 
patient of  Duty,  as  they  were 
ignorant  of  it. 

I  my  felf  was  only  on  Horfe* 
back ,  and  going  out  of  the 
other  End  ot  the  Town  to 
Tadcafter,  where  my  Father  lay, 
when  one  came  running  after 

B  3  me, 
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me,  and  told  me  the  Enemy 
was  entring  the  Town  3  I  pre- 
fently  galloped  to  the  Court 
of  Guard  ,  where  I  found  not 
above  four  Men  at  their  Arms, 
* 0ne  ofas  j  remember  *     two  Ser- 

thtm  had  .  ,  -^.i  « 

a  Venfon  jeants,  and  two  Pikemen,  who 
for  bis  ftood  with  me  when  Sir  T7;o- 
jfl^  mas  Glenham ,  with  about  fix 
or  feven  Commanders  more, 
charged  us  5  and  after  a  fliort, 
but  lliarp  Encounter,  they  re- 
tired, in  which  one  Major  Can 
was  flain  j  and  by  this  time 
more  of  the  Guards  were  got 
to  their  Arms.  I  muft  confefs 
I  knew  no  Strength  but  the 
powerful  Hand  of  God  that 
gave  them  this  Repulfe. 


After 


our  Magazine  was 
This  ftruck  fuch 
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After  this  they  made  ano- 
ther Attempt,  in  which  Cap- 
tain Atkinfon  ( on  our  part  ) 
was  flain  :  And  here  again 
there  fell  out  another  remark- 
able Providence ,  during  this 
Conflift  , 
blown  up 
a  Terror  into  the  Enemy,  be- 
lieving we  had  Cannon,  which 
they  were  before  informed  we 
had  not  ,  '  that  they  inftantly 
retreated  :  And  though  I  had 
but  a  few  Horfe,  we  ourfued 
the  Enemy  fome  Miles,  and 
took  many  Prifoners :  We  loft 
about  eight  or  ten  Men , 
whereof  feven  were  blown  up 
with  Powder  5  the  Enemy  loit 
many  more. 


B  4 
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At   this   time  the   Earl  of 
Cumberland    Commanded  the 

Forces  in  Yorkcjhire  for  the 
King  5  He  being  of  a  peace- 
able Nature,  and  affable  Dif> 
poficion ,  had  but  few  Ene- 
mies $  or  rather ,  becaufe  he 
was  an  Enemy  to  few,  he  did 
not  fuk  with  their  prefent  Con- 
dition. Their  Apprehensions 
and  Fears  cauied  them  to  fend 
to  the  Earl  of  ISlewcaftle ,  who 
had  an  Army  of  fix  thoufand 
Men ,  to  defire  his  Afliftance , 
whereof  he  affined  them  by  a 
fpeedy  March  to  Torl^ 

TaJcjfur     Being  now    encouraged  by 
this  increafe  of  Force,  they  re- 
d  to  fall  upon  Tadcajier.  My 
Father  drew  all  his  Men  thither  5 

but, 
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but,  in  a  Council  of  War  the 
Town  was  judged  untenable, and 
that  we  mould  draw  out  to  an 
advantagious  piece  of  Ground, 
by  the  Town  $  But  before  we 
could  all  march  out,  the  Enemy 
advanced  fo  fall ,  that  we  were 
neceflitated  to  leave  fome  Foot 
in  a  flight  Work  above  the 
Bridge,  to  fecure  our  Retreat , 
but  the  Enemy  prefling  on  us, 
forced  us  to  draw  back,to  main- 
tain that  Ground. 

We  had  about  nine  hundred 
Men,  the  Enemy  above  four 
thoufand  ,  who  in  Brigades 
drew  up  clofe  to  the  Works, 
and  ftorm'd  us.  Our  Men  re- 
ferv'd  their  fhot,  till  they  came 
near,  which  they  did  then  dif- 
pofe  of  to  fo  good  purpofe, 
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that  the  Enemy  was  forced  to 
retire,  and  fhelter  themfelves 
behind  the  Hedges.  And  here 
did  the  firft  Fight  continue 
from  Eleven  a  Clock  at  Noon, 
till  Five  at  Night,  with  Can- 
non and  Miifcjuet ,  without  in- 
termiflion. 

They  had  once  poiTeifed  a 
Houfe  by  the  Bridge,  which 
would  have  cut  us  from  our 
Referves  that  were  in  the  Town, 
but  Major  General  Oijford  with 
a  Commanded  Party  ,  beat 
them  out  again,  where  many 
of  the  Enemy  were  flain  ,  and 
taken  Frifoners.  They  at^ 
tempted  at  another  Place,  but 
were  repulfed  by  Captain  Li' 
Jler ,  who  was  there  (lain,  a 
great  Lofs  ,  being  a  Difcreet 
Gentleman.  Bv 
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By  this  time  it  grew  dark, 
and  the  Enemy  drew  off  into 
the  Fields  hard  by,  with  inten- 
tion to  aflault  us  again  the  next 
day. 

They  left  that  Night  above 
two  hundred  dead  and  wound- 
ed upon  the  Place.  But  our 
Ammunition  being  all  fpent 
in  this  day's  Fight  ,  we  drew 
off  that  Nisht  ,  and  marched 
to  Selby ,  and  the  Enemy  en- 
tred  the  next  Morning  into  the 
Town. 

Thus  by  the  Mercy  of  God 
were  a  few  delivered  from  an 
Army,  who  in  their  thoughts 
had  fw  all  owed  us  up. 

The  Earl  of  Newcaftle  now 
lay  betwixt  us  and  our  Friends 

in  the  We/t^ding  5  but  to  af- 

fifl 
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lift  and  encourage  them  I  was 
fent  with  about  three  hundred 
Foot  ,  and  three  Troops  of 
Horfe,  and  fome  Arms  to  (Brad- 
ford :  I  was  to  go  by  Ferry- 
bridge,  Our  Intelligence  being 
that  the  Enemy  was  advanced 
no  further  than  Sherburne,  but 
when  I  was  within  a  mile  of 
the  Town,  we  took  fome  Pri- 
foners  who  told  us,  my  Lord 
of  Newcaftle  lay  at  TontefraB, 
eight  hundred  Men  in  Ferry- 
bridge, and  the  reft  of  the  Ar<- 
my  in  all  the  Towns  there- 
about :  So  that  our  Advance 
or  Retreat  feem'd  alike  diffi- 
cult. Little  time  being  allow- 
ed us  to  confider ,  we  refolv'd 
to  retreat  to  Selby  :  three  or 
four  hundred  Horfe  of  the  Ene- 
my 


my  (Tie  wed  themfelves  in  the 
Rear  ,  without  making  any 
attempt  upon  us,  To  that,  by 
the  Goodnefs  of  God,  we  got 
fafe  to  SeWy. 

.Three  days  after  this,  uoon 
better  Intelligence  how  the  Ene- 
my lay,  with  the  fame  Num- 
ber as  before,  I  marched  in  the 
Night  by  feveral  Towns  where 
they  lay  ,  and  came  the  next 
Day  to  'Bradford  ,  a  Town 
very  untenable',  but  for  their 
good  afTecTrion  to  us  ,  defer- 
ving  all  we  could  hazard  for 
them. 

Our  firft  Work  then  was  to 
Fortifie  Our  felves,  for  we  could 
not  but  exped  an  Aflaulc. 
There  lay  at  Leeds  fifteen  hun- 
dred   of   the    Enemy  ,  and 

twelve 


'  twelve  hundred  at  Wakefield,  nei- 
ther place  above  fix  or  feven 
Miles  diftant  from  us.  They 
vificed  us  every  Day  with  their 
Horfe  ,    Ours  not  going  far 
from  the  Town,    being  very 
unequal  in  Number :  yet  the 
Enemy  feldom  return'd  with- 
out Lofs ,  till  at  laft  our  few 
Men  grew  fo  bold,  and  theirs 
fo  difheartned,  that  they  durft: 
not  ftir  a  Mile  from  their  Ga- 
rifons. 

Whilft  thefe  daily  Skirmiflies 
v.  ere  among  the  Horfe ,  I 
thought  it  necellary  to  ftrength- 
en  our  felves  with  more  Foot  3 
I  fummon'd  the  Country,  who 
had  by  this  time  more  liberty 
to  come  to  us.  I  prefently 
Armed  them  with  thofe  Arms 

we 
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we  brought  along  with  us  5  So 
that  in  all  we  were  about  eight 
hundred  Foot. 

Being  too  many  to  lye  idle, 
and  too  few  to  be  upon  con- 
ftant  Duty,  we  refolv'd  through 
the  afliftance  of  God  ,  to  at- 
tempt them  in  their  Gari- 
fons. 

We  fummon'd  the  Country 
again,  and  made  a  Body  of 
twelve  or  thirteen  hundred 
Men,  with  which  we  marched 
to  Leeds ,  and  drew  them  up  Letdu 
within  half  Cannon-fliot  of 
their  Works,  in  Battalia,  and 
then  fent  a  Trumpet  with  a 
Summons  to  deliver  up  the 
Town  to  me,  for  the  ufe  of 
King  and  Parliament.  They  pre- 
I  fcntly 


fently  returned  this  Anfwer, 
That  it  was  not  civilly  done 
to  come  fo  near  before  I 
fent  the  Summons  ,  and  that 
they  would  defend  the  Town 
the  beft  they  could  with  their 
Lives. 

I  prefendy  order 'd  the  man- 
ner of  the  Storm ,  and  we  all 
fell  on  at  the  fame  time :  The 
bufinefs  was  hotly  difputed  for 
almoft  two  Hours  ;  but  the 
Enemy  being  beaten  from  their 
Works,  and  the  Barricado's  in- 
to the  Streets  forced  open,  the 
Horfe  and  Foot  refolutely  en- 
tred,  and  the  Soldiers  caft  down 
their  Arms,  and  rendred  them- 
felves  Prifoners.  The  Gover- 
nor and  fome  Chief  Officers 
fwam  the  River  and  efcaped , 

only 
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only  Major  Beaumont  was  drown- 
ed, about  forty  or  fifty  (lain, 
good  ftore  of  Ammunition  ta- 
ken, of  which  we  had  great 
want. 

-  The  Confequence  of  this 
Action  was  yet  of  more  im- 
portance 3  for  thofe  who  rled 

rom  Leeds  to  Wakefield,  and 
quitting  that  Garifon  alfo,  gave 
my  Lord  of  Mewcajlle  inch  an 
Allarm  at  VontefraEl  ,  that  he 
drew  all  his  Army  again  to 
Tork^9  leaving  once  more  a  free 
intercourfe,  which  he  had  lo 
long  time  cut  off,  betwixt  ray 
Father  and  us. 

After  a  fliort  time  the  Earl 
of  Newcajile  return'd  again  to 
the  fame  Quarters,  and  we  to 
oijj-  ilrieter   Duties.    But  we 

C  quick- 
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quickly  found  our  Men  muft 
have  more  room,  or  more  A- 
ction.  '  -  ' 

Captain  Hotham  and  I  took  a 
refolution  early  one  Morning 
(from  Selby)  to  beat  up  a  Quar- 
ter of  the  Enemies  that  lay  at 
Teuton  ,  they  being  gone,  we 
herbum.  marched  to  Sherburne,  intend- 
ing there  only  to  give  them  an 
^  Alarm  5  but  they  might  fee  us 
a  Mile  or  more ,  over  a  plain 
Common ,  which  lay  by  the 
Town,  and  they  fent  twenty  1 
or  thirty  Horfe,  to  Guard  a  j 
Pafs  near  the  Town  3  I  had  the  i 
Van  5  for  at  this  time  we  com-  1 
manded  our  Troops  diftincl:  1 
one  from  another,  both  ma-| 
king  five  Troops  of  Horfe  ,  I 

and  I 
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and    two    of    Dragoons.  I 
told  Captain  Hotham  that  if  he 
would  fecond  me  ,    I  would 
Charge  thofe  Horfe  ,  and  if 
they  fled,  I  would  purfue  them 
fo   clofe  as  to   get  into  -the 
Town  with  them  :  He  promi- 
fed  to  fecond  me  3  I  went  to 
the  Head  of  my  Troops,  and 
orefently  Charged  them,  they 
:led,  and  we  purfued  clofe  to 
the  Barricado,  but  they  got  in, 
and  mut  it  upon   us  :•  Here 
my  Horfe  was  fhot  in  at  the 
Breaft :  We  fo  fill'd  the  Lane, 
being  ftrait,  that  we  could  not 
Retreat  without  confufion,  and 
danger  of  their  filling  in  our 
Reer,  fo  we  flood  to  it,  and 
Stormed  the  Works  with  Pillol 
and  Sword  ;  At  the  end  of  the 

C  2  Barri- 
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Barricado  ,  there  was  a  narrow 
paflage  for  a  fingle  Horfe  to  go 
in,  I  entred  there,  others  fol- 
lowing me,  one  by  one  j  and 
clofe  at  one  fide  of  the  Entrance 
flood  a  Troop  of  Horfe  of 
the  Enemy :  So  foon  as  eight 
or  ten  of  us  were  got  in,  We 
Charged  them,  and  they  fled  3 
by  this  time  the  reft  of  our 
Men  had  beat  them  from  their 
Barricado  ,  and  entred  the 
Town :  We  foon  cleared  the 
Streets,  and  purfued  thofe  that 
fled  :  And  now  my  Horfe 
which  was  mot  in  the  Lane, 
fell  down  dead  under  me,  but 
I  was  prefently  mounted  a- 
gain. 


The 
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The  Enemy  in  the  Towns 
about  having  taken  the  Alarm, 
it  made  us  think  of  fecuring 
our  Retreat,  with  the  Prifoncrs 
we  had  got ,  fome  of  them  be- 
ing confiderable,  among  whom 
was  Major  General  Windham  $  Col.  Pri- 
We  fcarce  got  into  order  be-  J<Laux, , 
fore  General  Goring  came  with 
a  good  Body  of  Horfe  up  to 
us,  and  as  we  marched  off,  he 
followed  us  clofe  in  the  Reer, 
without  doing  us  any  hurt  , 
only  my  Trumpet  had  his 
Horfe  (hot  clofe  by  me  , 
and  thus  we  returned  to 
Selby. 

Though  this  did  not  free  us 
wholly  from  a  Potent  Enemy, 
yet  we  lay  more  quietly  by  them 
a  good  while  after. 

C  5  In 
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In  this  recefs  of  Action,  we 
had  feveral  Treaties  about  Pri- 
foners;  and  this  I  mention  the 
rather,  for  that  Captain  Hotham 
here   firft   began  to  difcover 
his  intentions  of  leaving  the 
Parliament's  Service  ,  in  ma<-  I 
king  Conditions  for  himfelf ,  i 
with  the    Earl  of  ISlewcaJile  , 
though  it  was  not  difcovered 
till  a  good  while  after,  which 
had  almofl  ruind  my  Father, 
and  the  Forces  with  him 3  for? 
being  now   denied    help  and  \ 
fuccour  from  Hull ,    and   the  I 
Eajt-(t^iding^  he  was  forced  toi 
forfakeSW£)/,  and  retire  to  Leeds,  "■ 
and  thofe  Weftern  Parts  where 
I  then  lay.        ;  1 

To  make  good  this  Retreat, 
I  was  fent  to ,   to  bring  what 

Men 
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Men  I  could  to  joyn  with  him 
at  Sherburne  ,  for  my  Lord  of 
TSLewcafkles  Army  lay  fo  as  he 
might  eafily  intercept  us  in  our 
way  to  Leeds ,  which  he  had 
determined  to  do,  and  to  thai- 
end  lay  with  his  Army  on 
Clifford-moor  e,  having  prcfent  In- 
telligence of  our  March. 

Whilffc  my  Father,  with  fir- 
teen  hundred  Men,  Ordnance, 
and  Ammunition,  continued 
his  way  from  S-elby  to-  Leeds  , 
I  with  thofe  I  brought  to  Sher- 
burne ,  marched  a  little  allele, 
betwixt  my  Lord  of  Newcaftles 
Army  and  Ours.  And  to  a- 
mufe  them  the  more  ,  made 
an  Attempt  upon  Tadcafter  , 
where  they  had  three  or  four 
hundred  Men  ,  who  prefently 

C  4  quit 
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quit  the  Town  ,    and  fled  to 
York. 

Here  we  flayed  three  or  four 
hours  flighting  the  Works  J 
which  put  my  Lord  'Keivcajlles 
Army  to  a  ftand  ,  being  on 
their  March  to  meet  us,  think- 
ing he  was  deceived  in  his  In- 
telligence  ,  and  that  we  had 
fome  other  defign  upon  Xor^ 
He  prefently  fends  back  the 
Lord  Goring  with  twenty  Troops 
of  Horfe  and  Dragoons  to  rer 
lieve  Tadcafter. 

We  were  newly  drawn  off 
when  he  came  3  my  Lord  Go- 
ring paft  over  the  River  to 
follow  us,  but  feeing  we  were 
far  unequal  in  Horie  to  him, 
( for  I  had  not  above  three 
Troops,  and  were  to  go  over 

'Bramham- 
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Bramham-Moore  Plain )  I  gave 
direction  to  the  Foot  to  march 
away,  whilft  I  ftay'd  with  the 
Horfe  to  interrupt  the  Enemy's 
paflage  in  thofe  narrow  Lanes 
that  lead  up  to  the  Moore. 
Here  was  much  Firing  at  one 
another  $  but  in  regard  of  their 
great  Numbers ,  as  they  ad- 
vanced, we  were  forced  to  give 
way  3  yet  had  gained  by  it  f.'im- 
cient  time  for  the  Foot  to  have 
been  out  of  danger. 

When  we  came  up  to  thcMoore 
again,  I  found  them  where  I 
left  them  ,  which  trouble  I  me 
much,  the  Enemy  being  clofe 
upon  us ,  and  a  great  Plain 
yet  to  go  over.  So  :  march- 
ing the  Foot  in  two  Diviii- 

ons. 
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ons,  and  the  Horfe  in  the  Rear, 
the  Enemy  followed  about  two 
Musket-fliot  from  us,  in  three 
good  Bodies ,  but  made  no 
Attempt  upon  us  :  And  thus 
we  got  well  over  this  open 
Campagn,  to  fome  Inclofures, 
beyond  which  was  another 
'  *  Moore ,  lefs  than  the  other. 
Here  Our  Men  thinking  them- 
felves  fecure,  were  more  care- 
lefs  in  keeping  Order  ;  and 
whilft  their  Officers  were  set- 


ting them  out  of  Houfes  where 
they  fought  for  Drink ,  it  be- 
ing an  extream  hot  Day,  the 
Enemy  got  another  Way  as 
foon  as  we  into  the  Moore  5 
and  when  we  had  almoft  pafs'd 
this  Plain  alfo,  they  feeing  Us 
in  fome  Diforder,  charged  Us 

both 
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both  in  Flank  and  Rear  : 
The  Countrymen  prefently  caft 
down  their  Arms  and  fled  3  the 
Foot  foon  after,  which  for  want 
of  Pikes  was  not  able  to  with- 
ftand  their  Horfe  :  Some  were 
Slain,  many  were  taken  Prifo- 
ners  5  Few  of  Our  Horfe  flood 
the  Charge.  Some  Officers 
with  me ,  made  Our  Retreat 
with  much  Difficulty  5  in  which 
Sir  Henry  Fowlis  had  a  flight 
Hurt  3  my  Cornet  was  taken 
Prifoner.  We  sot  well  to  Leeds. 
about  an  Hour  after  my  Fa- 
ther and  the  Men  with  him 
got  fafe  thither. . 

This  was  one  of  the  greatell 
Lofles  we  ever  receiv'd.  Yet 
was  it  a  Providence  it  was  a 
part,  and  not  the  whole  For- 
ces 
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ces  which  receiv'd  this  Lofs  5 
it  being  the  Enemy's  Intention 
to  have  fought  us  that  Day 
with  their  whole  Army,  which 
was  at  leaft  Ten  thoufand  Men, 
had  not  Our  Attempt  upon 
\  Tadcafier  put  a  Stand  to  them  j 
and  fo  concluded  that  Day 
with  this  Storm ,  which  fell  on 
me  only. 

We  being  at  Leeds ,  it  was 
thought  fit  to  poflefs  fome  o- 
ther  Place  3  wherefore  I  was 
fent  to  'Bradford  with  feven  or 
eight  hundred  Foot ,  and  three 
Troops  of  Horfe.  Thefe  two 
Towns  were  all  the  Garifons 
we  had  3  and  at  Wakefield,  fix 
Miles  off,  lay  three  thoufand 
of  the  Enemy  3  but  they  did 

not 
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not  much  difturb  us :  And  we 
were  bulled  about  releafing  Pri- 
loners  that  were  taken  at  Sea" 
croft,  mod  of  them  being 
Countrymen,  whofe  Wives  and 
Children  were  ftill  importu- 
nate for  their  Releafe  ,  which 
was  as  earneftly  endeavoured 
by  us,  but  no  Conditions  would 
be  accepted;  fo  as  their  con- 
tinual Cries,  and  Tears,  and 
Importunities,  compelled  us  to 
think  of  fome  way  to  redeem 
thefe  Men  5  and  we  thought  of 
attempting  Wakefield. 

Our  Intelligence  was ,  that 
the  Enemy  had  no:  above 
eight  or  nine  hundred  Men  in 
the  Town  5  I  acquainted  my 
Father  with  Our  defign,  who 
approved  of  it,  and  fent  fome 

Men 
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Men  from  Leeds ,  fo  that  we 
were  able  to  draw  out  eleven 
hundred  Horfe  and  Foot. 

Upon  Whitfunday,  early  in  the 
Morning,  we  came  before  the 
Town,  but  they  had  notice  of 
Our  coming,  and  had  manned 
ail  their  Works,  and  fet  about 
five  hundred  Musketeers  to  line 
the  Hedges  without  the  Town, 
which  made  us  now  doubt  our 
Intelligence ,  but  it  was  too 
late. 

After  a  little  Confultation  we 
advanced,  and  foon  beat  them 
back  into  the  Town,  which  we 
ftorm'd  at  three  Places  $  and 
after  an  Hour's  difpute,  the  Foot 
forced  open  a  Barricado,  where 
I  entred  with  my  own  Troop, 

Colonel 
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Colonel  Alured  and  Captain 
Brizbt  followed  with  theirs  : 
The  Street  where  we  entred 
was  full  of  their  Foot  $  We 
charged  them  through  ,  and 
routed  them-,  leaving  them  to 
the  Foot  that  followed  clofe 
behind  us  :  And  prefently  we 
were  charged  again  with  Horfe 
led  on  by  General  Goring  3  where, 
after  a  hot  Encounter ,  fome 
were  Slain  ,  and  himfelf  taken 
Prifoner  by  Colonel  Alured. 

I  cannot  but  here  acknow- 
ledge God's  Goodnefs  to  me 
this  day  3  for  being  advanced 
I  a  good  way  fingle  before  my 
Men ,  having  a  Colonel ,  and 
Lieutenant-Colonel ,  who  had 
engaged  themielves  to  be  my 

Pnfo- 
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Prifoners,only  with  me,  and  ma- 
ny of  the  Enemy  now  betwixt 
me  and  my  Men,  I  lighted  up- 
on a  Regiment  of  Foot  (land- 
ing in  the  Market-place  $  be- 
ing thus  encompalfed ,  and 
thinking  what  to  do,  I  fpied  a 
Lane  which  I  thought  would 
lead  me  back  to  my  Men  again : 
At  the  end  of  this  Lane  there 
was  a  Corps-de-guard  of  the 
Enemy's,  with  fifteen  or  fixteen 
Soldiers ,  who  were  juft  then 
quitting  of  it,  with  a  Serjeant 
leading  them  off  3  whom  we 
met,  and  feeing  their  Officers> 
they  came  up  to  us,  taking  no 
notice  of  me,  and  asked  them 
what  they  would  have  them  do, 
for  they  could  keep  the  work 
no  longer,  the  Round-heads 

(as 
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('as  they  eall'd  them)  came 
fo  faft  upon  them. 

The   Gentlemen  who  had 
pafs'd  their  Words  to  me  to  be 
my  true  Prifoners,  faid  nothing  5 
-and  looking  one  upon  another^ 
I  thought  it  not  fit  now  to 
own  them  as  Prifoners,  much 
lefs  to  bid  the  reft  to  render 
themfelves  to  me  5  but  being 
well  -mounted ,  and  feeing  a 
place  in  the  Works  where  Men 
.iifed  to  go  over,  I  ruflied  from 
jthem,  and  made  my  Horfe 
leap  over  the  Work ,  and  by  a 
good  Providence  got  to  my 
Men  again ,  who  before  I  came 
-had  ,  by  Direction  of  Major** 
General  Giffordy  brought  up  a 
Piece  of  Ordnance,  and  placed 
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k  in  the  Church-yard,  againft 
that  Body  that  flood  in  the 
Marketplace ,  which  prefently 
rend  red  themfelvcs. 

All  Our  Men  being  got  in* 
to  the  Town,  the  Streets  were 
cleared  ,  and  many  Prifoners 
taken  j  but  the  Horfe  got  off, 
almoft  entire. 


This  appeared  the  greater 
Mercy,  when  we  faw  Our  mi* 
ilake  3  for  we  found  Three  thou* 
fand  Men  in  the  Town,  and 
expected  but  half  the  number. 
We  brought  away  fourteen  hun- 
dred Prifoners,  Eighty  Officers, 
Twenty  eight  Colours,and  great  • 
ftore  of  Ammunition. 

But 
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But  feeing  this  was  more  a 
Miracle,  than  a  Yidbry  5  rriore 
the  Effecl:  of  God's  Providence, 
than  humane  Force,  or  Pru- 
dence ,  let  the  Honour  and 
Praife  of  all  be  His  only. 

After  this,  we  exchanged  our 
Men  that  were  Prifoners,  and 
we  were  freed  a  good  while 
from  any  trouble  or  attempt  of 
the  Enemy. 

Hitherto,  through  God's  Mer- 
cy, we  had  held  up  near  two 
Years  againft  a  potent  Army  3 
but  they  finding  us  now  almoft 
tired  with  continual  Service , 
treacheroufly  ufed  by  Friends , 
and  wanting  many  things  ne- 
celfary  for  .fupport  and  defence, 
flfc!  D  2  the 
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the  H^r/  0/  Kewcaftle  marched 
with  an  Army  of  Ten  or  Twelve 
thoufand  Men  to  befiege  Us, 
and  refolv'd  to  fit  down  be- 
fore (Bradford,  which  was  a  ve- 
ry untenable  Place. 

Hither  my  Father  drew  all 
the  Forces  he  could  fpare  out 
of  the  Garifons  :  but  feeing  it 
impoffible  to  defend  the  Town 
otherwife  than  by  Strength  of 
Men,  and  that  we  had  not  a- 
bove  ten  or  twelve 'days  Pro- 
vifion  for  fo  many  as  were  ne* 
AiJtr-   ceflary  to  keep  it  1  We  refolv'd 

t'm-Motr.  .       J       \  a       •  1  J 

the  next  Morning  very  early, 
with  a  Body  of  three  Thoufand 
Men,  to  attempt  his  whole  Ar- 
my, as  they  lay  in  their  Quar^ 
ters  three  Mfies' off.  Hoping 
i  C  by 
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by,  it  to  put  him  to  fome  di« 
ftrac~t-ion ,  which  could  not  be 
done  any  other  way,  by  reafon 
of  the  unequal  Numbers. 

To  this  End  my  Father  ap- 
pointed Four  o'th'  Clock  next 
morning  to  begin  Our  March  $ 
but  Major-General  Gifford,  who 
had  the  Ordering  of  the  Bull- 
nefs ,  10  delay 'd  the  execution 
of  it,  that  it  was  feven  or  eight 
before  we  began  to  move,  and 
not  without  much  fufpicion  of 
Treachery  3  for  when  we  cams 
near  the  Place  we  intended, 
the  Enemy's  whole  Army  was 
drawn  up  in  Battalia.  ya 

We  were  to  go  up  a  Hill  to 
them  3  That  Our  Forlorn  Hope 
gained  by  beating  theirs  into 

P  2  •  their 
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their  main  Body,  which  was 
drawn  up  half  a  Mile  further 
upon  a  Plain  called  Jdderton~ 
Moore.  We  being  all  got  up 
the  Hill,  drew  into  Battalia  al- 
io. I  Commanded  the  Right 
Wing ,  which  was  about  One 
thouiand  Foot,  and  Five  Troops 
of  Horfe.  Major-General  Gif- 
ford  Commanded  the  left  Wing, 
which  was  about  the  fame  num* 
Jber.  My  Father  Commanded 
in  Chief. 

We  advanced  through  the 
inclofed  Grounds,  till  we  came 
to  the  Moore,  beating  the  Foot, 
that  lay  in  them,  to  their  main 
Body. 

Ten  or  twelve  Troops  of 
Horfe  charged  us  in  the  Right 
Wing  3  We  kept  the  Jnclofures, 

placing 
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placing  Our  Musketeers  in  the 
Hedges  next  the  Moore  $  which 
was  a  good  Advantage  to  us 
who  had  fo  few  Horfe. 

There  was  a  Gate,  or  open 
Place,  to  the  Moore,  where  five 
or  fix  might  enter  a-breaft.  Here 
they  ftrive  to  enter,  we  to  de- 
fend it  5  but  after  fome  difpute, 
thofe  that  entred  the  Pafs,  found 
flharp  Entertainment  5  and  thofe 
who  were  not  yet  entred  ,  as 
hot  Welcome  from  the  Muske- 
teers  that  flanked  them  in  the 
Hedges.  They  were  all,  in  the 
end,  forced  to  retreat,  with  the 
Lofs  of  Collonel  Howard,  who 
Commanded  them. 

Our  Left  Wing  at  the  fame 
time  was  engaged  with  the  Ene- 
my's Foot,  and  gained  Ground 

D  4  of 
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of  them.     The  Horfe  came' 
down  again ,  and  charged  us , 
they  being  about  Thirteen  or 
Fourteen  Troops.    We  defend- 
ed Our  felves  as  before ,  but 
with  much  more   difficulty  5 
many  having  got  in  among  us, 
but  were  beaten  off  again  with 
fome  Lofs.  Collonel  Heme,  who 
Commanded  that  Party,  was 
flain.     We  purfued  them  to 
their  Cannon.    Here  I  cannot 
omit  a  remarkable  Inftance  of 
Divine  Juftice.   Whilft  we  were 
engag'd  in  the  Fight  with  thofe 
Horfe  that  entred  the  Gate,  four 
Soldiers  had  ftript Colonel  Heme 
naked  as  he  lay  on  the  ground, 
•Men  Hill  Fighting  round  about 
him ;  and  fo  dextrous  were 
thefe  Villains  t  that  they  had 

done 
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done  it,  and  mounted  them- 
felves  again ,  before  we  had 
beaten  the  Enemy  off :  But  af- 
ter we  had  beaten  them  to  their 
Ordnance,  as  I  faid,  and  now 
returning  to  our  Ground  again, 
the  Enemy  difcharged  a  Piece 
of  Cannon  in  our  Rear,  the 
Bullet  fell  into  Captain  Copley's 
Troop,  in -which  were  thefe 
four  Men  5  two  of  them  were 
killed,  and  fome  Hurt  or  Mark 
remain'd  on  the  other,,  though 
difpers'd  into  feveral  Ranks  of 
the  Troop,  which  made  it  more 
remarkable.  We  had  not  vet 
Martial  Law  among  us  3  this 
gave  me  a  good  Occafion  to 
declare  to  the  Soldiers  how  God 
would  punilli,  when  Men  want- 
ed Power  to  do  it. 

This 
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This  Charge,  and  the  Rc«- 
folucion  our  Men  fhewed  m 
the  Left  Wing,  made  the  Ene« 
my  think  of  Retreating.  Or- 
ders  were  given  for  it  ,  arid 
fome  marched  off  the  Field,  >i

Whilft  they  were  in  this 
wavering  condition,  one  Collo- 
nel  Skirton  defired.  his  Gene- 
ral to  let  him  Charge  once 
with  a  Stand  of  Pikes  ,  with 
which  he  broke  in  upon  our 
Men,  and  not  being  relieved 
by  our  Relerves,  which  were 
Commanded  by  fome  ill-af- 
fected Officers  ,  chiefly  Major 
-General  Gtfford ,  who  did  not 
his  part  as  he  ought  to  do, 
Our  Men  loft  Ground,  which 
the  Enemy  feeing,  purfued  this 

advan-

advantage  ,  by  bringing  on 
frefli  Troops  $  Ours  being  here-? 
with  difcouraged,  began  to  fly, 
and  were  foon  routed.  The 
Horfe  alfa  Charged  us  again, 
We  not  knowing  what  was 
done  in  the  Left  Wing  :  Our 
Men  maintained  their  Ground, 
till  a  Command  came  for  us 
to  Retreat,  having  fcarce  any 
way  now  to  do  it,  the  Enemy 
being  almoft  round  about  us, 
and  Our  way  to  'Bradford  cut 
off.  But  there  was  a  Lane 
in  the  Field  we  were  in,  which 
led  to  Hallifas,  which  as  a  hap- 
py Providence,  brought  us  of?% 
without  any  great  Lofs ,  five 
of  Captain  Talbot,  and  twelve 
more  that  were  flain  in  this 
lafl:  Encounter.  Of  thofe  who 
<•  fled,  1 
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fled  ,  there  <were  about  fixty 
kill'd,  and  three  hundred  taken 
Pfifoners.

.  After  this  ill  Sqccefs,  we  had 
imall  hopes  of  better,  wanting 
all  things  necellary  in  Bradford 
for  defence  of  the  Town,  and 
no  expectation  of  help  from 
any  Place.  The  Earl  of  New* 
cajlle  prefently  Befieg'd  the 
Town  ,  but  before  he  had  fur- 
rounded  it,  I  got  in  with  thofe 
Men  I  brought  from  Hattfax. 
J  found  my  Father  much  trour 
bled,  having  neither  a  place  of 
Strength  to  defend  our  felves 
in,  nor  a  Garifon  in  Yorkshire 
Co  Retreat  to  5  for  the  Goverr 
nour  of  Hull  had  declar'd  if 
we  were  forced  pq  Retreat  thir 

ther. 
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ther,  he  would  fhut  the  Gates 
on  us. 

Whilft  he  was  muling  on 
thefe  fad  thoughts,  a  Meflenger 
was  fenc  unto  him  from  Hull\ 
to  let  him  know  the  Townf- 
men  had  fecured  the  Governour  j 
that  they  were  fenfible  of  the 
danger  he  was  in,  and  if  he  had 
any  occafion  to  make  ufe  of 
that  Place,  he  fliould  be  very 
readily  and  gladly  receiv'd  there> 
Which  News  was  joyfully  re- 
ceiv'd, and  acknowledged  as  a 
great  Mercy  of  God,  yet  it  was 
not  made  ufe  of  till  a  further 
neceflfity  compell'd. 

My  Father  having  Order d  Bradfo 
me  to  ftay  here  with  eight  hun- 
dred Foot,  and  lixty  Horfe,  re- 
tired that  "Night  to  Leeds  to  fe- 
xrure  it.  The 
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The  Earl  of  Netpcafile  fpent 
three  or  four  days  in  laying  his 
Quarters  about  the  Town  of 
Bradford,  and  brought  down 
his  Cannon,  but  needed  not  to 
raife  Batteries  ,  for  the  Hills 
within  half  Musket*fhot  com* 
manded  all  the  Town.  Being 
planted  in  two  places^  they  fhot 
Furioufly  upon  us,  and  made 
their  Approaches ,  which  made 
us  fpend  very  much  of  our  lit- 
tle Store5  being  not  above  twen* 
ty  five  or  twenty  fix  Barrels  of 
Powder,  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Siege.  Yet  the  Earl  of  TSLewcaflk 
fent  a  Trumpet  to  offer  us 
Conditions ,  which  I  accepted, 
fo  they  were  Honourable  for 
us  to  take,  and  fafe  for  the  In- 
habitants* 

m 
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We  fent  two  Captains  to 
treat  with  him  ,  and  agreed  to 
a  Ceflation  during  that  time$ 
but  he  continued  working  ftill  5 
whereupon  I  fent  forth  the  Com- 
miflioners  again ,  fufpectirtg  a 
defign  of  attempting  fomething 
upon  us.  They  returned  not  till 
Eleven  a  Clock  at  Night,  and 
then  with  a  flight  Anfwer. 

Whilfl:  they  were  delivering 
it  to  us,  we  heard  great  (hoot- 
ing of  Cannon  and  Muskets  j  all 
run  prefently  to  the  Works, 
which  the  Enemy  was  ftorm- 
ing.  Here  for  three  quarters  of 
an  hour  was  very  hot  Service,* 
but  at  length  they  retreated. 

They  made  a  Second  attempt, 
but  were  alfo  beaten  off 5  after 
this, we  had  not  above  one  Bar- 
rel 
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rel  of  Powder  left ,  and  no 
Match  :  I  called  the  Officers  to- 
gether, where  it  was  advifed 
and  refolv'd  to  draw  off  pre- 
fently,  before  it  was  day,  and 
to  retreat  to  Leeds,  by  forcing  a 
Way,  which  we  muft  do,  for 
they  had  furrounded  the  Town* 

Orders  were  difpatch'd  ,  and 
fpeedily  put  in  execution.  The 
Foot  Commanded  by  Colonel 
Rogers  was  fent  out,  through 
fome  narrow  Lanes,  and  they 
were  to  beat  up  the  Dragoons 
Quarters,  and  fo  go  on  to 
Leeds.  .r^jj 

I  my  felf  with  fome  other 
Officers  went  with  the  Horfe_, 
which  were  not  above  fifty  ?  in 
a  more  open  Way, 

1  muft 
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I  muft  not  here  forget  my  Wife, 
who  ran  the  fame  hazard  with 
us  in  this  Retreat,  and  with  as 
little  expreflion  of  Fear  ;  not 
from  any  Zeal ,  or  delight  in  the 
War,  but  through  a  willing  and 
patient  Suffering  of  this  undefira- 
ble  Condition. 

I  fent  two  or  three  Horfemen 
before,  to  difcover  what  they 
could  of  the  Enemy,  who  pre- 
fently  return'd,  and  told  us  there 
was  a  Guard  of  Horfe  clofe  by  us. 
Before  I  had  gone  forty  Paces, 
the  Day  beginning  to  break,  I 
faw  them  upon  the  Hill  above 
us,  being  about  300  Horle.  I, 
with  fome  12  more,  charged 
them,  Sir  Hen.  Fowlcs,  Major  Ge~ 
mralGeffonl)  my  Self  and  3  more 
brake  through  ;   Cap.  MiM  #24 

E  fain, 
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flain,  and  the  reft  of  our  Horfe 
being  clofe  by,  the  Enemy  fell 
upon  them,  and  foon  routed 
them,  taking  moll  of  them  Pri- 
foners,  among  whom  was  my 
Wife,  the  Ofcer  Will.  Htll,  behind 
whom  me  rid,  being  taken. 

I  faw  this  Difafter,  but  could 
give  no  relief  5  for  after  I  was 
got  through,  I  was  in  the  Enemies 
Reer  alone,  thofe  who  had  char- 
ged through  with  me,  went  on 
to  Leeds,  thinking  I  had  done  fo 
too :  But  I  was  unwilling  to  leave 
my  Company,  and  ftay'd  till  I 
faw  there  was  no  more  in  my 
Power  to  do,  but  to  be  taken 
Prifoner  with  them.  I  then  reti- 
red to  Leeds. 

The  like  Difafter  fell  among 
she  Foot,   that  went  the  other 

way, 
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way,  by  a  miftake,  for  after  they 
had  marched  a  little  way,  the  Van 
fell  into  the  Dragoons  Quarters, 
clearing  their  way  3  but  through 
a  cowardly  fear,  he  that  com- 
manded thefe  Men,  being  in  the 
Reer,  made  them  face  about, 
and  march  again  into  the  Town, 
where  the  next  Day  they  were 
all  taken  Prifoners,  only  80  or 
thereabout  of  the  Front  that  got 
through,  came  all  to  Leeds  y 
mounted  on  Horfes  which  they 
had  taken  from  the  Enemy, 
where  I  found  them  when  I  came 
thither,  which  was  fome  joy  to 
them  all,  concluding  I  was  ei- 
ther flain,  or  taken  Prifoner. 

At  Leeds  I  found  all  in  great 
Diftra&ion,  the  Council  of  War 
newly  rifen,  where  it  was  re- 

E  z  folv'd 
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folv'd  to  quit  the  Town,  and 
retreat  to  Hull,  which  was  fix- 
ty  Miles  off,  many  of  the  E- 
nemies  Garrifons  being  in  the 
way.  This,  in  two  Hours  af- 
ter, was  accordingly  done,  leaft 
the  Enemy  fliould  prefently  fend 
Horfe  to  prevent  us  5  for  they 
had  fifty  or  fixty  Troops  with- 
in three  Miles :  But  we  got  well 
to  Selby,  where  there  was  a  Fer- 
ry, and  hard  by  a  Garrifon  at 
Cawood. 

subf.  My  Father  being  a  Mile  be- 
fore, with  a  few  Men,  getting 
over  the  Ferry,  word  came  to 
us  that  he  was  in  danger  to  be 
taken.  I  hafted  to  him  widi 
about  forry  Horfe,  the  reft  fol- 
lowing i  fome  diforder.  He 
was  newlv  spr.  into  the  Boat , 

when 
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when  the  Enemy  with  three  Cor- 
nets of  Horfe  entred  the  Town. 

I  was  drawn  up  in  the  Mar- 
ket place,  directly  before  the 
Street  they  came  down  5  when 
they  were  almoft  half  come  into 
the  Market-place,  they  turn'd  on 
the  Right  Hand  5  with  part  of 
my  Troop  I  charged  them  in 
the  Flank,  and  divided  them  5 
we  had  the  Chafe  of  them  down 
the  long  Street  that  goes  to  'Bray- 
ton. 

It  hapned  at  the  fame  time 
that  thole  Men  I  left  behind  were 
coming  up  that  Street,  but  being 
in  diforder,  and  difcourag'd  with 
the  Misfortunes  of  many  Days 
before,  they  turn'd  about,  and 
gave  way ,   not  knowing  we 

E  i  were 
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were  purfuing  the  Enemy  in  their 
Reer. 

At  the  end  of  this  Street  was 
a  narrow  Lane,  which  led  to  Ca- 
wood.  The  Enemy  ftrove  to  pafs 
that  way,  but  it  being  narrow, 
there  was  a  fudden  flop,  where 
we  were  mingled  one  among 
another. 

Here  I  receiv'd  a  Shot  in  the 
Wrift  of  my  Arm,  which  made 
the  Bridle  fall  out  of  my  hand, 
and  being  among  the  Nerves 
and  Veins,  fuddenly  let  out  fuch 
a  quantity  of  Blood,  that  I  was 
ready  to  fall  from  my  Horfe  : 
But  taking  the  Reins  in  the  other 
Hand  in  which  I  had  my  Sword, 
the  Enemy  minding  nothing  fo 
much  as  how  to  get  away ,  I 
drew  my  felf  out  of  the  Crowd^ 

and 
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and  came  to  our.  Men,  who 
turned  about,  and  feeing  me 
ready  to  fall  from  my  Horfe, 
they  lay 'd  me  on  the  Ground  3 
now  when  I  was  almoft  fenfelefs, 
my  Surgeon  came  feafonably,  and 
bound  up  the  Wound,  and  ftopt 
the  bleeding. 

After  a  Quarter  of  an  Hours 
reft,  I  got  a  Horfe-back  again- 
the  other  part  of  our  Horfe  had 
beaten  the  Enemy  back  to  Cawood, 
the  fame  way  they  came  flrft  to 

Thus  by  the  goodnefs  of  God, 
our  paiTage  was  made  clear  j 
fome  went  over  the  Ferry  afcer 
my  Father,  I  my  felf  with  others 
went  through  the  Levels  to  Hull, 
but  it  proved  a  very  troublefome 
and  dangerous  palfage,  being 

E  4  often 
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often  interrupted  by  the  Enemy, 
fometimes  in  our  Front,  fome- 
times  in  our  Reer. 

I  had  been  twenty  Hours  on 
Horfeback,  after  I  was  (hot, 
without  any  reft  or  refreshment, 
and  as  many  Hours  before.  And 
as  a  further  Affliction ,  my 
ouch,  of*  Daughter,  not  above  five  Years 
old,  being  carried  before  her 
Maid,  endured  all  this  Retreat 
a  Horfeback  $  but  Nature  not 
being  able  to  hold  out  any  long- 
er, {he  fell  into  frequent  Swoon- 
ings,  and  in  appearance  was  rea- 
$y  to  expire  her  laft. 

Having  now  paft  the  Trent , 
and  feeing  aHoufe  not  far  off, 
I  fent  her  with  her  Maid  only 
thither,  with  little  hopes  of  fee- 
ing her  any  more  alive,  though

I  intended  the  next  Day  to  fend 
a  Ship  from  Hull  for  her. 

I  went  on  to  <Barton,  having 
fent  before  to  have  a  Ship  rea- 
dy againft  my  coming  thither. 
Here  I  lay  down  to  take  a  lit- 
tle reft,  if  it  were  poflible  to 
find  any  in  a  Body  fo  full  of 
pain,  and  a  Mind  yet  fuller  of 
anxiety  and  trouble.  Though  I 
muft  acknowledge  it  as  the  in- 
finite goodnefs  of  God,  that  my 
Spirit  was  nothing  at  all  difcou- 
raged  from  doing  ftill  that  which 
I  thought  to  be  my  Duty. 

I  had  not  refted  a  quarter  of 
an  Hour  ,  before  the  Enemy 
came  clofe  to  the  Town.  I  had 
now  not  above  a  hundred  Horfe 
with  me,  we  went  to  the  Ship, 
where  under  the  Security  of  her 

Or- 
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Ordinance  we  got  all  our  Men 
and  Hoffe  aboard  3  and  eroding 
Humber,  we  arriv'd  at  Hull,  our 
Men  faint  and  tired.  I  my  felf 
had  loft  all,  even  to  my  Shirt, 
for  my  Cloaths  were  made  un-r 
fit  to  wear  with  Rents  and  Blood. 
Prefently  after  my  coming  to 
Hull,  I  fent  a  Ship  for  my  Daugh- 
ter, who  was  brought  the  next 
Day  to  the  Town,  pretty  well 
recovered  of  her  long  and  tedi- 
ous Journey. 

Not  many  Days  after  the  Earl 
of  Newcaftle  fent  my  Wife  back 
again  in  his  Coach,  with  fome 
Horfe  to  guard  her  ;  which  ge- 
nerous act  of  his  gain'd  him  more 
Reputation,  than  he  could  have 
got  by  detaining  a  Lady  Prifo- 
ner,  upon  fuch  Terms. 

Ma- 
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Many  of  our  Men  who  were 
difperfed  in  this  long  Retreat 
came  hither  again  to  us.  Our 
firft  Bufinefs  was  to  ra;fe  new 
Forces,  and  in  a  fhort  time  we 
had  about  i  500  Foot,  and  700 
Horfe. 

The  Town  being  little,  I  was 
fent  to  (Beverly,  with  the  Horfe, 
and  6 00  Foot,  but  my  Lord  of 
TZewcaflle  now  looking  upon  us 
as  inconfiderable,  was  marched 
into  LincohijJnre,  with  his  whole 
Army,  leaving  fome  few  Garri- 
fons.  He  took  in  GainsbrouzK 
and  Lincoln,  and  intended  Lofton, 
which  was  the  Key  of  the  Jffo- 
ciated  Counties  5  for  his  Orders, 
which  I  have  leen  were  to  go 
into  Fffex,  and  block  up  London 
on  that  fide.

Having  laid  a  great  while  ftill^ 
and  being  now  ftrong  enough 
for  thofe  Forces  which  remained 
in  the  Country,  we  fent  out  a 
good  Party  to  make  an  Attempt 
upon  Stanford-Bridge,  near  Yor^y 
but  the  Enemy  upon  the  allarm 
fled  thither,  which  put  them  al- 
io in  fuch  a  fear,  that  they  fent 
earneftly  to  my  Lord  of  New- 
caflle  to  defire  him  to  return,  or 
the  Country  would  again  be  loft. 
Upon  this  he  returned  again  in- 
to Yorkrjhirey  and  not  long  after 
came  to  befiege  Hull 

I  lay  at  (Beverly  in  the  way 
of  his  March,  and  finding  we 
were  not  able  to  defend  fuch  an 
open  place  againft  an  Army,  I 
defired  Orders  from  my  Father 
to  retire  back  to  Hull  :  But  the 

Com- 
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Committee  there  had  more  mind 
of  raifing  Money,  than  to  take 
care  of  the  Soldiers  j  and  yet  thefe 
Men  had  the  greateft  fhare  in 
Command  at  this  time,  and 
would  not  let  any  Orders  be  gi- 
ven for  our  Retreat  5  nor  was  it 
fit  for  us  to  return  without  Or- 
der. 

The  Enemy  marched  with 
his  whole  Army  towards  us  : 
Retreat  we  mult  not  5  keep  the 
Town  we  could  not.  So,  to 
make  our  Retreat  more  honou- 
rable and  ufeful,  I  drew  out  all 
the  Horfe  and  Dragoons  towards 
the  Enemy  5  and  ftood  drawn 
up  by  a  Wood  fide  all  that 
Night. 

Next  Morning  by  Day,  our 
Scouts  and  theirs  fired  on  one 

ano- 
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another.  They  marched  on 
with  their  whole  Body,  which 
was  about  4000  Horfe,  and 
j  2000  Foot.  We  ftood  till 
they  were  come  very  near  to  us* 
I  then  drew  off  5  having  given 
direction  before  for  the  Foot  to 
March  away  towards  Hull,  and 
thinking  to  make  good  the  Re- 
treat with  the  Horfe. 

The  Enemy  with  a  good  Par- 
ty came  up  in  our  Reer  3  the 
Lanes  being  narrow  we  made 
good  fhift  with  them,  till  we 
got  into  (BeVerley ,  and  fhuc 
the  Gate,  which  we  had  fearce 
time  to  do,  they  being  fo  clofe 
to  us. 

In  this  bufinefs  we  loft  Ma- 
jor Layton,  and  not  above  two 
more. 

The 
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The  Enemy  not  knowin 
what  Forces  we  had  in  the 
Town,  flay 'd  till  the  reft  of  the 
Army  came  up,  which  was  a- 
bout  a  Mile  behind.  This  gave 
our  Foot  fome  advantage  in  their 
Retreat,it  being  five  Miles  to  Hull, 
and  the  way  on  narrow  Banks. 
I  fent  the  Horfe  by  Cott'mgbamy  a 
more  open  Road,  who  got  well 
thither  3  they  overtook  the  Foot, 
and  made  good  their  Retreat, 
till  we  got  to  a  little  Bridge  two 
Miles  from  Hull,  where  we  made 
a  fbnd  :  The  Enemy  followed 
dole:  Our  Men  gave  them  a 
good  Volley  of  Shot ,  which 
made  them  draw  back,  and  they 
advanced  no  further. 

So  leaving  a  Imail  Guard  at 
the  Bridge,  we  got  fafe  to  Hull. 

Thus 
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Thus  not  only  for  want  of 
Military  Skill  in  the  Gentlemen 
of  the  Committee,  but  to  fay  no 
more,  for  want  of  good  Nature, 
we  were  expos'd  to  this  trouble 
and  danger. 

My  Lord  of  Tslewcaflle  now 
laid  Siege  to  Hull,  but  at  a  great 
diftance,  for  the  Sluces  were  let 
open  and  drowned  the  Land  for 
two  Miles  about  the  Town. 

Yet  upon  a  Bank,  which  was 
the  Highway,  he  approached  fo 
near  as  to  moot  Cannon  Shot 
at  random  into  the  Town,  and 
for  the  moft  part  hot  Bullets, 
but  by  the  Diligence  and  Care  of 
the  Goverhour,  who  caufed  eve- 
ry Inhabitant  to  watch  his  own 
Hcufe,  the  Danger  was  prevent- 
ed. 

Our 
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Our  Horfe  was  now  ufelefs, 
and  many  dyed  every  Day,  ha- 
ving nothing  but  fait  Water  a- 
bout  the  Town.  I  was  therefore 
fent  over  with  the  Horfe  into 
Lincoln- [hire  to  join  with  the  Earl 
of  Maticbefters  Forces,  which 
were  then  Commanded  by  Ma- 
jor General  Cromwel,  who  recei- 
ved us  at  our  Landing  with  his 
Troops. 

Sir  John  Henderfon  lay  within 
three  or  four  Miles  of  this  Place, 
with  5000  Men,  to  prevent  our 
Conjunction,  but  durft  not  at- 
tempt it.  He  marched  three  or 
four  Days  near  unto  us,  but  for 
Want  of  good  Intelligence,  we 
did  not  know  fo  much.  For  I 
altogether  trufted  to  the  Care  of 

F  our 
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our  new  Friends,  being  a  Stran- 
ger in  thofe  Parts. 

Wins  by,  or     At  Honicajlle  one  Morning 

^m  he  fell  upon  our  out  Guards, 
who  being  but  newly  raifed  in 
that  Country,  fled  towards  Lin- 
coln, without  giving  any  Allarm 
to  our  Quarters,  that  lay  difper- 
fed  and  fecure. 

Sir  John  Henderfon  marching 
flowly  with  his  Army,  gave  the 
Allarm  to  fome  of  our  out  Quar- 
ters, which  was  foon  taken  in  all 
the  reft.  Yet  we  were  in  fome 
diforder  before  we  could  get  in- 
to any  confiderable  Body.  My 
Lord  Wilhughby  with  his  Horfe, 
and  my  Dragoons,  Command- 
.  ed  by  Collonel  Morgan,  brought 

up 
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up  the  Reer ,  and  after  fome 
Skirmiflies,  we  lodg'd  that  Night 
in  the  Field. 

The  next  Day  the  Earl  of 
Mancbefter  came  to  us  with  his 
Foot,  the  Day  following  we  ad- 
vanced toward  the  Enemy,  and 
cHufing  a  convenient  Ground  to 
fight  on,  we  drew  up  the  Army 
there.  The  Enemy  did  fo  on 
the  fide  of  another  Hill  clofeby, 
having  a  little  Plain  betwixt  us. 
Lieutenant  General  Cromwel  had 
the  Van,  I  the  referve  of  Hone, 
my  Lord  Manchefter  aU  the 
Foot, 

After  we  had  faced  one  ano- 
ther a  good  while,  the  Forlorn 
Hopes  began  the  Fight,  prefent- 
ly  the  Bodies  met  on  the  Plain, 

F  2  where 
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where  the  Fight  was  hot  for  half 
an  Hour,  but  then  they  were 
forced  to  a  Rout,  200  kill'd, 
and  many  taken  Prifoners. 

This  was  the  ilTue  of  Hornca- 
file  Fight,  or  as  fome  call  it, 
W'msly  Fight. 

At  the  fame  inftant  we  heard 
great  (hooting  of  Ordinance  to- 
wards Hull,  which  was  a  Sally 
my  Father  made  out  of  the  Town 
upon  my  Lord  of  Newcaflles 
Trenches,  who  drew  out  moft 
part  of  his  Army  to  relieve  them  : 
But  our  Men  charged  fo  refolute- 
ly,  that  they  poflefs'd  themfelves 
of  the  Canon,  and  purfuing 
their  Advantage,  put  the  Enemy 
to  a  total  Rout,  upon  which  he 
raifed  the  Siege,  and  returned  a- 
gain  to  Tort  Thefe 
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Thefe  two  Defeats  together, 
the  one  falling  heavy  upon  the 
Horfe,  the  other  upon  the  Foot, 
Jcept  the  Enemy  all  that  Winter 
from  attempting  any  thing  5  and 
we,  after  the  taking  of  Lincoln, 
fetled  our  felves  in  Winter  Quar- 
ters. 

In  the  coldeft  Seafon  of  the 
Year  I  was  commanded  by  the 
Parliament  to  go  and  raife  the 
Siege  at  Nantwkb,  which  the  Lord; 
$yron3  with  the  hip?  Armyy  had 
reduced  to  great  Extremity.  I 
was  the  molt,  unfit  of  all  their 
Forces,  being  ever  the  worfl:  Paid, 
my  Men  fickly  and  almoft  na- 
ked j  I  defird  the  Parliament 
that  they  would  be  pleas'd  to 
fupply  thefe  Wants,  not  excu- 


•  ; 
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fing  my  felf,  as  fome  did,  who 
had  no  will  to  ftir,  though  well 
enough  accommodated. 

The  Parliament's  anfwer  was 
a  pofitive  direction  to  March,  for 
it  would  admit  of  no  delay. 

J 

But  forefeeing  I  mould  have  fuch 
a  return  to  my  Defires,  and  con- 
fid  ering  the  neceffiiy  of  the  Bufi- 
nefs,  I  had  upon  my  own  Credit 
got  fo  much  Cloath  as  Cloathed 
1500  Men,  and  all  were  rea- 
dy to  March  when  thefe  Orders 
came  to  me. 

The  twenty  ninth  of  December 
we  fet  forward  from  Falkjngham 
in  Lincoln fhire  with  1800  Horfe, 
and  500  Dragroons,  and  power 
to  call  the  Regiments  of  Foot  in 
Lancapnre  and  Chefrire,  to  make 

'    1  l,P 
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up  the  Body  of  the  Army,  which 
I  found  was  not  a  little  trouble 
when  I  came  to  Mancbejler,  for 
fome  were  thirty,  fome  forty 
Miles  diftant,  befides  the  diflatis- 
fa&ion  of  fome  of  their  Collonels, 
who  went  as  their  particular  Safe- 
ty or  Intereft  fway'd  them. 

But  finding  more  readinefs  in 
the  inferior  Officers,  and  com- 
mon Soldiers,  I  got  up  in  a  few 
Days  near  jooo  Foot. 

With  this  Army  we  marched 
to  Nantwicb,  which  was  at  the 
point  of  Surrendring.  When 
we  came  within  a  Days  March, 
I  had  Intelligence  the  Lord  'By- 
ron had  drawn  off  his  Siege,  and 
intended  to  meet  us  in  the  Field. 
I  put  my  Men  into  the  Order  in 

F  4  which 
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which  I  intended  to  Fight,  and 
continued  my  March  till  >we 
came  within  three  Miles  of  the 
Town. 

There  was  a  Pafs  kept  with 
about  250  Men  :  I  fent  Collo- 
nel  Morgan  with  his  Dragoons, 
who  beat  them  off,  in  which  his 
Brother  was  (lain.  The  Major, 
who  commanded  the  other  Par- 
ty, with  fome  others,  was  ta- 
ken Prifoner. 

We  marched  on  till  we  came 
within  Cannon  (hot  of  their 
Works,  where  half  of  their  Ar- 
my was  drawn  up.  And  we 
were  inform' d,  that  the  River 
which  runs  through  the  Town, 
being  raifed  with  the  melting  of 
the  Snow,  hinder 'd  thofe  that  lay 
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on  the  other  fide  of  the  Town 
from  joining  with  them. 

We  call'd  a  Council  of  War, 
wherein  it  was  debated,  whe- 
ther we  fhould  attempt  thofe  in 
their  W orks,  being  divided  from 
the  reft  of  the  Army,  or  march 
into  the  Town  and  relieve  them, 
and  by  the  increafe  of  our  Force 
be  better  able  the  next  day  to 
encounter  them. 

This  laft  was  refolv'd  on, 
and  making  way  with  Pioneers 
through  the  Hedges,  we  mar- 
ched to  the  Town  3  but  after 
we  had  gone  a  little  way,  word 
came  that  the  Enemy  was  in  the 
Reer.  We  faced  about  with  two 
Regiments,  and  my  own  Regi- 
ment of  Horfe,  commanded 
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by  Major  H^okghy,  and  reliev'd 
thofe  that  were  engaged,  and  fo 
the  Fight  began  on  all  fides. 

Thefe  that  fell  on  our  Reer, 
were  that  part  of  their  Army 
that  lay  on  the  other  fide  of 
the  Town,  who  had  paft  the  Ri- 
ver. Thofe  who  were  drawn 
up  under  their  Works,  fell  up- 
on our  Van ,  which  was  mar- 
ching to  the  Town.  Thus  was 
the  Battel  divided,  there  being  a 
quarter  of  a  Mile  betwixt  us,  in 
le  Divifion  that  firft  engag'd. 
Our  Foot  at  the  beginning  gave 
a  little  Ground^  but  our  Horfe 
recover'd  this,  by  beating  the 
Enemies  Horfe  out  of  the  Lanes 
that  flanked  our  Foot>  which  did 
io  encourage  our  Men,  that  they 

regain' d

regain  d  their  Ground  on  the  F- 
nemy,  and  made  them  retreat 
from  Hedge  to  Hedge,  'till  at 
length  they  were  forced  to  fly 
to  their  Works. 

Their  Horfe  retreated  in  bet- 
ter Order,  towards  Cbefter,  with- 
out much  Lofs.  Our  other 
Wing  being  aflifted  from  the 
Town,  who  fally'd  out  with  fe- 
ven  or  eight  hundred  Musketeers, 
beat  the  Enemy  back  into  the 
fame  Works.  We  prefently  fur- 
rounded  them,  and  being  in 
great  Diforder  and  Confuiion, 
they  foon  yielded  themfelvcs 
Prifoners,  with  all  their  chief  Of- 
ficers, Arms,  Colours  and  Am- 
munition. 


Thus, 
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Thus,  by  the  Mercy  of  God, 
was  this  Victory  obtain'd,  being 
the  more  fignal,  in  that  we  were 
not  to  deal  with  young  Soldiers, 
but  with  Men  of  great  Experi- 
ence, and  an  Army  which  had 
ever  been  victorious. 

After  this  we  took  in  feveral 
Garrifons  in  CbeJJnre  5  Latham  on- 
ly in  Lancafhire  held  out,  which 
was  befieg'd  by  the  Forces  of 
that  County,  but  afterward  the 
Siege  was  rais'd  by  Prince  ^u- 
fert. 

Having  fpent  three  or  four 
Months  in  this  Expedition,  my 
Fathey  commanded  me  back  in- 
to fork^jhire,  that  by  the  Con- 
junction of  our  Forces,  he  might 
pe  abler  to  take  the  Field.  We 

met 
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met  about  Ferry  bridge,  he  being 
come  out  of  Hull  thither,  with 
intent  to  fall  upon  the  Enemies 
Garrifon  at  Selby, 

I  receiv'd  at  this  time  ano- 
ther Command  from  the  Parli- 
ament to  march  immediately 
with  my  Horfe'and  Dragoons  in- 
to Northumberland,  to  join  with 
the  Scots  Army*  The  Earl  of  New 
caftle,  who  was  then  at  Durham 
being  much  ftrongef  in  Horfe 
ihan  they,  for  want  of  which  they 
could  not  advance  :  But  it  being 
refolv'd  within  a  Day  or  two  to 
ftorm  Selby y  I  ftay'd  'till  that  bu- 
finefs  was  over,  which  proved  as 
effectual  for  the  relief  of  the  Scots 
Army. 


The 
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The  Goyernour  of  York^  Coli. 
'BellaftSy  lay  in  Selby  with  2000 
Men.  We  drew  our  Horfe  and 
Foot  clofe  to  the  Town,  Sir  John 
Meldmm  led  on  the  Foot,  which 
had  their  feveral  Pofts  appointed 
them,  where  they  fhould  florm. 
I  with  the  Horfe  ready  to  fecond 
them.  The  Enemy  within  de- 
fended themfelves  lloutly  a  good 
while.  Our  Men  at  length  beat 
them  from  the  Line,  but  could 
not  advance  further  becaufe  of  the 
Horfe  within.  I  got  a  Barrica- 
do  open,  which  let  us  in  betwixt 
the  Houfes  and  the  River  5  here 
we  had  an  encounter  with  their 
Horfe :  After  one  Charge,  they 
fled  over  a  Bridge  of  Boats  to 
Yorl^j  their  Horfe  came  up,  and 

char- 
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charged  us  again,  where  my 
Horfe  was  overthrown,  I  being 
fingle  a  little  before  my  Men, 
who  prefently  reliev'd  me,  and 
forced  the  Enemy  back.  They 
retreated  alfo  to  York.  In  this 
Charge  we  took  Coll.  Bella/is 
Governour  of  York.  By  this 
time  the  Foot  had  entred  the 
Town,  and  had  taken  many 
Prifoners.  This  good  Succefs 
of  ours  put  them  into  great  Di- 
straction and  Fear  at  Yor^  fo 
that  they  fpeedily  fent  to  the 
Earl  of  Newcaftle  to  hafte  back 
thither,  believing  we  would  pre. 
fently  attempt  them. 

This  News  fuddenly  cali'd 
him  back,  leaving  the  Scots,  who 
with  Cold,  and  often  Allarms, 

were 
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were  reduced  to  great  Extremi- 
ty, but  now  they  advance  after 
him. 

The  Earl  of  Newcaftle  gets  in- 
to Yor^  the  Scots  join  with  my 
Father  at  Wetherby,  altogether 
made  16000  Foot,  and  4000 
Horfe.     They  march  on  to 

York. 

For  the  Siege  of  York,  it  was 
thought  neceflary  to  have  more 
Men,  the  Town  being  large  in 
compafs,  and  ftrongly  mann'd. 
The  Earl  of  Craford,  Lindfey , 
and  my  Self  were  fent  to  the 
Earl  of  Mancheftery  to  defire  him 
to  join  with  us  in  the  Siege,  to 
which  he  willingly  confented, 
bringing  an  addition  of  6000 
Foot,  and  3000  Horfe, 
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Now  the  Army  had  three 
Generals,  Lefty,  Mamhefter,  and 
Fairfax,  who  lay  apart  in  three 
feveral  Quarters  before  the 
Town,  but  the  North  fide  mil 
remain'd  open. 

Some  time  was  fpent  here 
without  any  cenfiderable  Acti- 
on, till  in  my  Lord  of  Mancbe- 
flers  Quarters,  Approaches  were 
made  to  St. Marys  Tower,  and 
they  foon  came  to  mine  it.  Coll. 
Crayford,  a  Scotchman,  who 
commanded  that  Quarter,  fprung 
the  M«e,  being  ambitious  to 
have  the  Honour  alone  of  it, 
without  acquainting  the  other 
two  Generals,  for  their  Advice, 
and  Concurrence,  which  prov  d 
very  prejudicial,  for  having  en- 
gaged his  Party  againfl  the  whole 

G  Strength 
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Strength  of  the  Town,  without 
more  Forces  to  fecorid  him,  he 
was  repulfed  with  the  lofs  of 
three  hundred  Men  5  for  which 
he  had  furely  been  call'd  to  an 
Account,  but  efcaped  the  better 
by  reafon  of  this  Triumvir al  Go- 
vernment. 

Soon  after  Prince  Rupert  came 
to  relieve  the  Town.  We  rais'cl 
the  Siege.  Hejfey  Moore  was  ap- 
pointed the  Randezvous.  The 
whole  Army  drew  thither.  A- 
bout  a  Mile  from  thence  lay  the 
Prince,  the  River  Oufe  being  be- 
twixt us,  which  he  that  night 
paft  over  at  Topleton,  The  next 
day  he  drew  his  Army  into  the 
fame  Moore,  which  being  now 
joined  with  my  Lord  of  New- 
caftles  Army,  made  about  2  5 

or 
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or  24000  Men,  We  fome thing 
more. 

We  were  divided  in  our  Opi- 
nions what  to  do.  The  Enghjh 
were  for  Fkhtiwi  the  Scots  for 
0{et  rearing,  to  gain  (as  they  al- 
ledg'd)  both  Time,  and  Place 
of  more  Advantage. 

This  being  refolv'd  on,  we 
marched  away  to  Tadcafter , 
which  made  the  Enemy  advance 
the  fafter.  , 

Lieutenant  General  Cromwell , 
Lefleyt  and  my  Self  were  appoin- 
ted to  bring  up  the  Reer.  We 
fent  word  to  the  Generals  of  the 
neceffity  of  making  a  ftand,  or 
elfe  the  Enemy,  having  this  Ad- 
vantage, might  put  us  in  fome 
diforder.  But  by  the  advantage 
of  the  Ground  we  were,  on,  we 

G  2  hoped 
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hoped  to  make  it  good  till  they 
came  back  to  us,  which  they 
did. 

The  Place  was  Marfton  Fields, 
which  afterwards  gave  the  name 
to  this  Battel. 

Here  we  dr«w  up  our  Army. 
The  Enemy  was  drawn  up  in 
Battalia  on  the  Moore  a  little  be- 
low  us. 

The  day  being  moil  part 
fpent  in  Preparations,  We  now 
began  to  defcend  towards  them. 
Lieutenant  General  Cromwell  com- 
manded the  left  Wing  of  the 
Horle,  and  feconded  by  Major 
General  Lefley  5  I  had  the  right 
Wing,  with  fome  Scots  Horfe, 
and  Lances  for  my  Referves.  The 
three  Generals  were  with  the 
Foot. 

Our 
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Our  left  Wing  firft  charged 
the  Enemies  right  Wing,  which 
was  perfornVd  for  a  while  with 
much  Refolution  on  both  fides, 
but  the  Enemy  at  length  was 
put  to  the  word. 

Our  right  Wing  had  not  all 
fo  good  Riccefs,  by  reafon  of 
the  Furzes  and  Ditches  we  were 
to  pafs  over  before  we  could  get 
to  the  Enemy,  which  put  us  in- 
to great  diforder. 

Notwithstanding  I  drew  up  a 
Body  of  400  Horfe.  But  be- 
caufe  their  Intervals  of  Horfe  in 
this  Wing  only,  were  lined  with 
Musketteers,  who  did  us  much 
hurt  with  their  Shot,  I  was  ne- 
ceflitated  to  charge  them.  We 
were  a  long  time  engag'd  one 
within  another  ^  but  at  laft  we  rou- 

G  2  ted 
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ted  that  part  of  their  Wing  which 
we  charged,  and  purfued  them 
a  good  way  towards  fork.  My 
felf  only  return'd  prefently,  to 
get  to  the  Men  I  left  behind  me. 
But  that  part  of  the  Enemy 
which  flood,  perceiving  the  dis- 
order they  were  in,  had  charged 
and  routed  them  before  I  could 
get  to  them  :  So  that  the  good 
Succefs  we  had  at  the  firil  was 
eclipfed  by  this  bad  Conciufi-

Our  other  Wing  and  moft 
of  the  Foot  went  on  profpe- 
roufly,  'till  they  had  cleared  the 
Field. 

I  muft  ever  remember  with 
Thankfulnefs  the  Goodnefs 
of  God  to  me  this  day  3  for 
having  charged  through  the  E- 

nemy, 


nemy,  and  my  Men  going  after 
the  Purfuit,  and  returning  back 
to  go  to  my  other  Troops,  I 
was  got  in  among  the  Enemy, 
who  flood  up  and  down  the 
Field  in  feveral  Bodies  of  Horfe, 
lo  taking  the  Signal  out  of  my 
Hat,  I  paft  through  them  for 
one  of  their  own  Commanders, 
and  got  to  my  Lord  of  Man- 
chejlerh  Horfe ,  in  the  other 
Wing  3  only  with  a  Cut  in  my 
Cheek,  which  was  given  me 
in  the  firft  Charge,  and  a  fhot 
which  my  Horfe  receiv'd. 

In  this  Charge  many  of  my 
Officers  and  Soldiers  were  hurt 
and  flain  :  The  Captain  of  my 
own  Troop  was  mot  in  the 
Arm,  my  Comet  had  both  his 
Hands  cut,  fo  as  render'd  him

ever  after  unferviceable.  Cap* 
tain  Micklethwait,  an  honeft  ftout 
Gentleman,  was  flain  :  And 
fcarce  any  Officer  who  was  in 
this  Charge  but  receiv'd  a  Hurt. 
Coll.  Lambert,  who  mould  have 
feconded  me,  but  could  not  get 
up  to  me,  Charged  in  another 
place.  Major  Fairfax,  who  was 
Major  to  his  Regiment,  had  at 
leaft  thirty  Wounds,  of  which  he 
dyed  at  Tork^ ,  after  he  had  been 
abroad  again,  and  in  good  hopes 
of  recovery. 

But  that  which  neareft  of  all 
concern  d  me,  was  the  lofs  of 
chirks  my  *  Brother,  who  being  defert- 
T    *'  ed  of  his  Men,  was  fore  wound- 
ed, of  which  in  three  or  four 
Days  after  he  dyed.    Buried  at 
■on.    ./Etat.  23. 

In 
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In  this  Charge  as  many  were 
hurt  and  kill'd  as  in  the  whole 
Army  befides. 

On  the  Enemy's  part  there 
were  above  4000  (lain,  and  ma- 
ny taken  Prifoners. 

Prince  (Rupert  returned  into 
the  South,  the  Earl  of  Newcafile 
went  beyond  Sea,  with  many  of 
his  Officers,  Turk^  was  prefently 
funrendered,  and  the  North  now 
was  wholly  reduced  by  the  Par- 
liament s  Forces ,  except  fome  Gar- 
rifons. 

Soon  after  this  I  went  toHelme- 
fley^  to  take  in  the  Cajlle  there, 
where  I  received  a  dangerous 
Shot  in  my  Shoulder,  and  was 
brought  back  to  Ibr^,  all  being 
doubtful  of  my  Recovery  for 
fome  time. 
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At  the  fame  time  the  Parlia- 
ment voted  me  to  Command  the 
Army  in  the  South. 

But  my  Intentions  being  only 
to  keep  in  mind  what  I  had  been 
prefenc  in  during  this  Northern 
War,  I  fhall  put  an  end  to  this 
Difcourfe,  where  it  pleas'd  God 
to  determine  my  Service  there. 

Yet  thus  with  fome  fmart 
from  his  Rod,  to  let  me  fee  I 
was  not  mindful  enough  of  re- 
turning my  humble  Thanks  and 
Acknowledgments  for  the  Deli- 
verances and  Mercies  I  received  3 
and  for  which  (alas)  I  am  not 
yet  capable  enough  to  Praife  him 
as  I  ought,  that  may  fay  by  Ex- 
perience, Who  is  a  God  like  unto 
Our  God, 


There- 
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Therefore,  not  unto  0  Lord, 
not  unto  us,  but  unto  thy  "Name 
<r'i)>e  rve  the  Traife. 

But  as  for  my  felf,  and  what 
I  have  done,  I  may  fay  with  So- 
lomon, I  looked  on  all  the  Works  that 
my  Hands  had  wrought  y  and  on  the 
Labour  that  I  had  laboured  to  doy 
and  behold  all  was  Vanity  and  Vexa- 
tion of  Spirit. 

For  there  is  no  remembrance  of 
the  Wife  more  than  the  Fool  for  eVery 
feeing  that  which  now  isy  in  the  Days 
to  come  fhall  be  forgotten.

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Some  things  to  h  cleared 
during  my  Command  in 
the  Army. 

BY  the  Grace  and  Affiftahce 
of  God,  I  ftiall  truly  fet 
down  the  Grounds  of  my  Acti- 
ons during  this  unhappy  War,  and 
efpecially  of  thofe  Actions  which 
feem'd  to  the  World  moft  que- 
ftionable. 
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My  firft  engaging  in  the  fad 
Calamities  of  the  War,  wasa- 
bout  the  Year  1641,  when  the 
general  Diftemper  of  the  three 
Kingdoms,  I  mean  the  Difference 
betwixt  the  King  and-Parliament 
had  kindled  fuch  a  Flame  even 
in  the  Heart  of  the  State,  that 
before  a  Remedy  could  be  found, 
the  whole  Body  was  almoft  con- 
fumed  to  Allies. 

I  mull  needs  fay,  my  Judg- 
ment was  for  the  Parliament,  as 
the  King  and  Kingdoms  great 
and  fafeft  Council :  As  others 
were  averfe  to  Parliaments,  be- 
caufe  they  did  not  go  high  e- 
nough  for  Prerogative. 

Upon  this  Divifion,  different 
Powers  were  fet  up  :  The  Com- 
mijfion  of  Array  for  the  King,  and 

the 
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the  Militia  for  the  Parliament. 
But  thofe  of  the  Array  exceeded 
their  Commiflion  in  oppreffing 
many  honeft  People,  whom,  by 
way  of  Reproach,  they  called 
(Roundheads,  who  for  their  Reli- 
gion, Eftates,  and  Intereft,  were 
a  very  confiderable  part  of  the 
Country  5  which  occafion'd  them 
to  take  up  Arms  in  their  own 
defence,  and  it  was  afterward 
confirm'd  by  Authority  of  Par- 
liament. 

My  Father,  being  yet  at  his 
Houfe  at  Denton,  where  I  then 
waited  on  him,  had  notice  from 
his  Friends,  that  it  was  intended 
he  mould  be  fent  for  as  a  Priso- 
ner to  lorl^ :  He  refolved  not  to 
ftir  from  his  own  Houfe,  not  be- 
:l  ing 
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ing  confcious  to  himfelf  of  any 
thing  to  defence  Imprisonment. 

The  Country  furTering  daily 
more  and  more,  many  came  and 
intreated  him  to  join  with  them 
in  defence  of  themfelves  and 
Country,  which  was  extremely 
opprefled  by  thofe  of  the  Array 
(who  after  had  the  Name  of  Ca- 
valiers) and  he  being  alfo  much 
importun'd  by  thofe  about  him, 
feeing  his  Neighbours  in  this 
Diftrefs,  refolv'd  to  run  the  fame 
Hazard  with  them. 

Then  did  the  Parliament  grant 
a  Commiffion  to  him  to  be  Ge^ 
neral  of  the  Forces  in  the  North  ; 
my  fdf  alfo  having  a  Commi/Ii- 
on  under  him  to  be  General  of 
the  Horfe. 

it 
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It  is  not  my  intention  in  this 
place  to  relate  the  fervices  done 
in  this  Caufe  of  the  Parlia- 
ment. For  I  am  rather  defirous 
to  clear  my  Actions ,  than  de- 
clare them  3  and  therefore  I  fliall 
fay  no  more  of  this  three  years 
War  in  the  North,  there  being 
nothing  (  I  thank  God )  in  all 
that  time  to  be  objected  againfl 
me  in  particular  :  But  I  fliall 
fay  fomething  how  I  came  to  be 
engaged  in  the  South. 

Some  years  had  been  fpent  in 
thofe  Parts,  in  a  lino-ring  War 
betwixt  the  King  and  Parliament, 
and  feveral  Battels  fo  equally 
fought ,  that  it  could  fcarce  be 
known  on  which  fide  the  bufineis 
in  difpute  would  be  determin'd : 
Though  it  miift  be  eonfeft  that 

H         '  the 
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the  Parliaments  Army  was  under 
the  Command  of  a  very  noble 
and  gallant  Perfon ,  the  Earl  of 
EJ]ex7  yet  they  found  that  time 
and  delay  gain  d  more  advantage 
againft  them ,  and  their  Affairs  r 
than  Force  had  done.  They 
therefore  refolv'd  to  make  a 
change  in  the  Conftitution  of 
their  Armies ,  hoping  by  it  to 
find  a  change  alio  in  their  bull- 
nels  j  which  was  then  fomething 
in  a  declining  condition.  In  this 
diftemper  ot  things,  the  Army 
was  new-modell'd ,  and  a  new 
General  propos'd  to  Command 
iz:  And  by  Votes  of  the  two 
Houfes  of  Parliament  I  was  no- 
minated, though  moil  unfit,  and 
fb  i  ar  from  deli  ring  it,  that  had' 
•otio- great  an  Authority  (which 

was 
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was  then  unfeperated  from  the 
Royal  Intercft  )  Commanded 
my  Obedience  ,  and  had  I  not 
been  urged  by  the  Perfwafion 
of  mv  neareft  Friends,  I  fhouid 
have  refus'd  fo  great  a  Charge: 
But  whether  it  was  from  a  na« 
tural  facility  in  me,  that  betraid 
my  Modeffy  ,  or  the  powerful 
hand  of  God  ,  which  all  things 
muft  obey,  I  was  induced  to  re- 
ceive  the  Command. 

Then  was  I  immediately  vo- 
ted by  the  Parliament  to  come 
to  London,  and  take  my  Charge., 
though  not  fully  recovered  of  a 
dangerous  Wound  which  I  had 
received  a  little  before  at  Hd- 
mefley, and  which  1  believe,  with- 
out the  miraculous  hand  of  God; 
had  pro v'd  mortal. 

V\  z      .  But 
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But  here  (  alas )  when  I  bring 
to  mind  the  fad  conferences 
that  crafty  and  designing  Men 
have  brought  to  pafs  fince  thole' 
nrft  innocent  Undertakings,  tarn 
ready  to  let  go  that  confidence 
I  once  had  with  God,  when  J 
could  lay  With  Job ,  Till  I  die  I 
will  not  remote  my  integrity  from 
me,  nor  (hall  my  Heart  reproach 
me  Jo  long  as  I  lil>e :  But  I  aril 
now  more  fit  to  take  up  his 
complaint ,  and  fay,  Why  did  I 
not  die?  why  did  I  not  giVe  up 
the  Ghoji  when  my  Life  was  on 
the  confines  of  the  GraVe  ? 
..  God  having  been  pleas'd  thus 
to  give  me  my  Life  for  a  Prey, 
i  took  my  Journey  Southward  , 
hoping  it  might  be  fome  ways 
ierviceable  to  the  Publick  :  Bue 

when 
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when  I  came  thither,  had  it  not 
been  in  the  iimplicity  of  my 
Heart,,  I  could  not  havefnpport- 
ed  my  felf  under  the  frowns  and 
.difpleafures  of  thole  who  were 
difgufted  with  thefe  alterations, 
in  which  many  of  them  were 
much  concern'd :  And  therefore 
they  fought  by  all  means  to 
obftrult  my  proceedings  in  this 
new  Charge  3  though  they  could 
not  prevent  what  the  necetfity 
of  Affairs  prefl:  molt  to  c1  • , 
which  was  to  march  (peedily 
out  with  the  Army  ;  yet  were  \\  e 
by  them  made  fo  inconhden* 
ble,  for  want  of  fit  and  nece'- 
iary  accommodations,  as  it  ra- 
ther feemd  that  we  were  lent 
to  be  deftroy'd,  than  to  d< 
fervicc  to  the  Kingdom.

Surely  then  if  we  had  had  no 
other  end  but  Self-intereft ,  this 
might  have  difcouraged  us :  But 
it  wrought  nofuch  Effect  on  me, 
but  rather  gave  me  the  more 
hopes  of  future  fuccefs,  as  hapned 
to  the  Parliament's  great  advan- 
tage. But  if  any  ill  life  hath 
been  made  of  fuch  Mercies,  let 
the  Mercies  be  acknowledged 
from  God,  but  the  abufers  of 
them  receive  their  due  reward 
of  fhame  and  punifiiment. 

Being  thus  led  on  by  good 
Succefs,  and  clear  intention  of 
publick  Good,  fome  of  us  could 
not  difcern  the  Serpent  which  was 
hid  under  the  leaves  of  fo  good 
Fortune,  nor  believe  the  fruits 
of  our  hopes '  would  prove  as 
Cockatrice  EgSS,from  whence  fo 

mifchievous 
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mifchievous  a  Brood  fhould  af- 
terwards fpring. 

But  how,  ill  delerving  foevcr 
we  were ,  it  pleas  d  God  ftiil 
to  give  the  Array  fuch  fucccls 
in  the  Years  of  1 645  and  1  64  6: 
that  there  remain  d  in  Eno-land 
neither  Array  not  Fortxels  to 
oppofe  the  Parliament  in  fetlfrtg 
the  Peace  of  the  Kingdom. 

This  Mercy  was  foon  clouded 
with  abominable  Hypocriiy  and 
Deceit,  even  in  thoie  Men  who 
had  been  inftrumental  in  bring- 
ing  this  War  to  a  concluiion. 

Here  was  the  vertical  Point  on 
which  the  Armv's  Honour  and 
Reputation  tnrn'd  into  Reproach 
and  Scandal.  Here  the  Power 
of  the  Army  I  once  had,  was 
ufurped  by  the  Agitators ,  the  fore- 

H  4     «  runners 
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runners  of  Confufion  and  Anar- 
chy. .-ooiKf 

My  Commiflion  as  General 
oblig'd  me  to  act  with  Councel ; 
but  the  arbitrary  and  unlimited 
Power  of  this  Councel  would 
act  without  a  General :  And  all 
I  could  do  was  ineffectual  to  op- 
pofe  them,  eipecially  when  the 
Parliament  it  felf  became  divi- 
ded. 

At  this  time  the  Pay  was  with- 
held from  the  Army,  which  in- 
creafed  their  Diftempers^  then 
followed  Free  Quarter,  and  that 
wrought  a  general  Difcontent 
through  the  whole  Nation,  which 
gave  thefe  factious  Agitators  occa- 
fion  to  carry  on  their  Defign  of 
railing  their  own  Fortunes  upon 
thePublick  ruine. 

I  was 
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I  was  much  troubled  to  fee 
things  in  this  Condition,  and  ra- 
ther defired  to  be  a  Sufferer  than 
a  Commander :  But  before  I  laid 
down  myCommiftion,  I  thought 
fit  to  confult  fome  Friends,  ra- 
ther than  gratify  my  private 
Reafon  and  Defires,  especially 
having  receiv'd  it  from  a  Pub- 
lick  Authority  ,  which  might 
juftly  expect  to  have  notice  be- 
fore I  laid  it  down. 

This  was  the  Caule  of  rav 
continuing  in  the  Army  longer 
than  I  would  have  done,  which 
did  indeed  prelerve  the  Parlia- 
ment for  lome  time  from  thole 
Violences  that  it  afterwards  fu£r 
fer'd  from  thele  Difturbers. 

I  mall  now  deicend  to  lome 
particulars  of  their  Agitations. 


1 
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The  firft  time  I  took  notice 
of  them,  was  at  Nottingham,  by 
the  Soldiers  meeting  to  frame  a 
Petition  to  the  Parliament  about 
their  Arrears  c  The  thing  feem- 
ed  juftj  but  not  liking  the  way, 
I  foake  with  fome  Officers,  who 
were  principally  engaged  in  it, 
and  got  it  fupprefsd  for  that 
time.  But  this  was  only  as  the 
cutting  off  a  Hydra's  Head  3  for 
they  began  again ,  not  fo  near 
the  Head-Quarters,  but  in  more 
remote  Corners  of  the  Armyj 
fo  that  before  I  could  prevent 
it,  they  prefented  it  to  the  Par- 
liament 3  At  which  they  were 
highly  difpleas'd. 

They  now  fell  into  Differences, 
the  conference  of  which  did 
not  only  prove  fatal  to  the  JQng, 

but 
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but  deftructive  to  themfelves : 
The  one  ftriving  to  uphold  their 
Authority  3  the  other,  who  had 
a  Spirit  of  Llnfettlement,  to  pre- 
fer ve  themfelves  from  the  Ruine 
they  fear 'd. 

This,  with  a  natural  Inclina- 
tion to  change,  I  believe  created 
thoughts  of  new  Government , 
which  in  time  attain'd  the  Name 
of  a  Commonwealth,  but  never  ar- 
riv'd  to  the  Perfection  of  it,  be- 
ing fometimes  Democratic  al,  then 
Oligarchical  3  laftly,  Anarchical: 
And  indeed  all  the  ways  of  at- 
.  taining  to  it ,  feem'd  nothing 
but  Confufion.  For  now  the 
Officers  of  the  Army  were  plac'd 
and  difplac'd  at  the  will  of  the 
new  Agitators  5  and  Violence  fo 
prevail  d,  that  it  was  above  my 

Power 
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Power  to  reftrain  it.  This  made 
jme  have  recourfe  to  my  Friends, 
to  get  me  a  Discharge  of  my 
Command  3  and  feveral  Mem- 
bers of  Parliament  met  and  con- 
fulted  about  it,  but  none  would 
undertake  to  move  it  to  the 
Houfe,  as  Affairs  then  ftood  ., 
believing  fuch  a  Motion  would 
be  unpleafing  to  them. 

This  was  the  Anfwer  I  re- 
ceiv'd  from  them ,  and  that  I 
ITiould  fatisfy  my  felf ,  for  it 
would  be  the  Parliament's  care  to 
compofe  all  things  for  the  Good 
and  Settlement  of  the  Kingdom. 

Thefe  hopes  did  a  little  Rap- 
port my  Spirit ,  but  could  not 
Ballance  the  Grief  and  Trouble 
I  had,  that  I  could  not  get  my 
pifcharge :  So  that  if  you  find 
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me  carried  on  with  this  Stream , 
I  can  truly  fay,  it  was  by  the 
Violence  of  it,  rather  than  my 
own  Conlent. 

The  Army  got  this  Power  and 
Strength  by  Correfpondence  with 
fome  in  Parliament,  who  found 
it  afterwards  to  their  own  Trou- 
ble. The  Arrny  marcht  nearer 
London -y  and  at  Wind/or ,  after 
two  days  debate  in  a  Council  of 
War,  it  was  refolv'd  to  remove 
all  out  of  the  Houfe ,  whom 
they  conceiv'd  did  obftruct  (as' 
they  call'cf  it)  the  Publick  Settle- 
ment. 

I  was  preft  to  ufe  all  Expe^ 
dition  in  this  March  3  but  here  I 
refolv'd  to  ufe  a  reftrictive Power,- 
where  I  had  not  a  Perluafive : 
And  when  the  Licutenant-Ge- 

i  neral. 
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neral,  and  others,  did  urge  me 
to  fign  Orders  for  marching,  I 
ftill  delay 'd  it,  as  ever  dreading 
the  Confequences  of  breaking 
Parliaments,  and  at  a  time  when 
the  Kingdom  was  falling  into  a 
new  War ,  which  was  fo  near, 
that  my  delaying  three  or  four 
days  giving  out  Orders,  divert- 
ed this  Humour  of  the  Army, 
from  being  Statefmen,  to  their 
more  proper  Duty  as  Soldiers; 

Then  did  Collonel  (poyer  de- 
clare in  Wales  ;  great  Forces  did 
rife  with  my  Lord  Goring  in 
I\ent$  and  Duke  Hamilton  came 
into  England,  almoft  at  the  fame 
time  with  a  Powerful  Army  of 
Scots  $  all  which  fet  out  work 
enough  that  Summer. 


This 
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This  I  write  to  fliew  how  by 
Providence  a  few  days  of  delay 
fecur'd  the  Parliament  above  a: 
Year  from  the  Violence  which 
foon  after  was  offered  them. 

I  might  here  mention  thofe 
great  and  difficult  Actions  the  in  Re*t, 
Army  perform 'd  that  Year,  which 
were  defign'd  for  the  Good  of 
the  Kingdom;  but  that  Factious 
Party  growing  more  Infoient,  as 
Succefs  made  them  more  power- 
ful, I  fliall  forbear  to  relate 
them ,  which  otherwife  would 
have  deferv'd  a  better  remem- 
brance than  in  Modefty  were  fit 
for  me  to  give. 

I  (hall  rather  punifh  my  felf 
with  the  continuance  of  this  Sto- 
ry of  the  Irregularities  of  the 
But  I  mud  not  forget 

9B.&: 
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one  thing  of  very  great  Con- 
cernment in  the  after  Changes, 
which  mould  have  been  inferr- 
ed before  the  mentioning  of  this 

.  Second  War  •  The  King's  remo- 
val fiom  Holmby,  the  fad  Con- 
ferences whereof  fill  my  Heart 
with  Grief  in  the  remembrance 
of  them  ,  as  they  did  then  with 

'  Care  how  to  prevent  them. 

Being  at  Sajfron-Walden  in  £/- 
fex,  I  had  notice  that  Cornet  Joyce, 
an  Arch' Agitator,  who  Quarter'd' 
about  Oxford,  had  feized  on  the 
King's  Perfon  ,  removed  his 
Guards,  and  given  fuch  a  Check 
to  the  Commiflioners  of  Parlia- 
ment, who  were  ordered  there 
to  attend  His  Majefty,  that  they 
refufed  to  act  any  further  on  their 
Commiflion ,  being  fo  unwar- 
rantably interrupted.  So 
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So  foon  as  I  heard  of  it ,  I 
immediately  fent  away  two  Re- 
giments of  Horfe,  Commanded 
by  Colonel  Whaley  to  remove 
this  Force,  and  to  fet  all  things 
again  in  their  due  Cotirfe  and 
Order.  But  before  he  came  to 
Holmby,  the  King  was  advanced 
two  or  three  Miles  on  his  way 
to  Cambridge,  attended  by  Joyce, 
where  Colonel  Whaley  acquaint- 
ed the  King,  he  was  fent  by  the 
General  to  let  him  know  how 
much  he  was  troubled  at  thofe 
great  Infolencies  that  had  been 
committed  fo  near  his  Perfon  ^ 
and  as  he  had  not  the  leaft 
knowledge  of  them  before  they 
were  done ,  fo  he  had  omitted 
no  time  in  feeking  to  remove 
that  Force ,  which  he  had  Or- 

I  ders 
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ders  from  me  to  fee  done:  And 
therefore  he  defired  His  Majefty 
that  he  would  be  pleafed  to  re- 
turn again  to  Holmby^  where  all 
things  mould  be  fettled  again  in 
as  much  Order  and  Quietnefs 
as  they  were  before.  And  alio  he 
defired  the  Commiflioners  to  re- 
amime  their  Charge,  as  the  Par- 
liament had  directed  them,whick 
he  was  alfo  to  defire  them  to- 
do  fronr  the  General.  But  the 
King  refufed  to  return ,  and  the 
CommilTioners  to  Act;  where*' 
upon  Colonel  Whaley  urged  them 
to  it,-  faying,  He  had  an  exprefs 
Command  to  fee  all  things  well 
fettled  again  about  His  Maje- 
fty,  which  could  not  be  done, 
but  by  His  returning  again  to 
Holmhy*   :  I  rp.rb 

The 
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The  King  laid  pofitively,  he 
would  not  do  it,  (o  the  Colonel 
preft  him  no  more  to  it,  having 
indeed  a  fpecial  Direction  from 
me  to  ufe  all  Tendernefs  and 
RefpecT:,  as  was  due  to  His  Ma- 
jefty. 

The  King  came  that  Night, 
or  the  next,  to  Sir  John  Cuttss 
Houfe,  near  Cambridge  3  and  the 
next  day  I  waited  on  His  Maje- 
ftyy  it  being  alfo  my  bufinefs  to 
oerfuade  his  Return  to  Holmby, 
Dtit  he  was  otherwife  refolv'd. 

I  preft  the  Commiffioners  al- 
io to  Act  according  to  the  Power 
given  them  by  the  Parliament, 
which  they  alfo  reftis'd  to  do: 
So  having  fpent  the  whole  day 
about  this  buflnefs,  I  return  d  to 
my  Quarters  5  and  as  I  took 

I  x       s  leave 
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leave  of  the  King,  he  faid  to 
me,  Sir,  I  have  as  good  Inter eft 
in  the  Army  as  you-,  by  which  I 
plainly  faw  the  broken  Reed  he 
ean  d  on. 

The  Agitators  could  change 
into  that  Colour  which  ferved 
next  to  their  ends  3  and  had 
brought *the  King  into  an  Opi- 
nion that  the  Army  was  for 
him. 

That  it  might  appear  what 
a  real  trouble  this  Act  was  to 
me ,  though  the  Army  was  al- 
moft  wholly  infected  with  this 
Humour  of  Agitation ,  I  call'd 
for  a  Council  of  War,  to  proceed 
againft  Joyce  for  this  high  Of- 
fence, and  breach  of  the  Articles 
of  War,  but  the  Officers ,  whe- 
ther for  fear  of  the  diftemper'd 

Soldiers , 


Thomas  Lord  Fairfax.  : 

Soldiers,  or  rather  (as  I  fiifpe£t- 
ed)  a  fecret  allowance  of  what 
was  done,  made  all  ray  endea- 
vours in  this  ineffectual.  And 
now  no  Punifliment  being  able 
to  reach  them  3  all  Affairs  were 
fleer  d  after  this  Compafs ,  the 
King  and  his  Party,  in  Hopes; 
thofe  of  the  Parliament,  and  o- 
thers,  who  kept  to  their  Covenant 
Intend  in  Fears  3  fo  as  for  ma- 
ny Months  all  Publick  Councils 
were  turn 'd  into  private  Juntos, 
which  begot  greater  Emulations 

D  O 

and  Jealoufies  among  them.  So 
that  the  Army  would  not  truft 
the  King  any  longer  with  the 
Liberty  he  had,  nor  the  Parlia- 
ment fuffer  the  Army  to  under- 
take that  which  was  morepropcrJ 
ly  their  own  Work,  to  Settle  the 

I  3         -  King* 
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Kingdom  in  its  juft  Rights  and 
Liberties  •  and  the  Army  was  as 
Jealous  that  the  Parliament  would 
not  have  care  enough  of  their 
Security. 

All  things  growing  worfe  and 
worfe,  made  the  King  endeavour 
to  efcape,  which  he  did  3  but  out 
of  a  larger  Confinement  at 
Hampton-Court,  to  a  ftraiter  one 
in  the  Ijle  of  V/tght. 

Here  the  Parliament  treated 
upon  Propofitions  of  Peace  with 
the  King  3  but,  alas?  the  envious 
one  fowed  Tares  that  could  not 
be  rooted  out,  but  by  plucking 
np  the  Corn  alfo. 

The  King  was  the  Golden 
Ball  caft  before  the  two  Parties, 
the  Parliament  and  the  Army  3 
and  the  Cornell  grew  fo  great, 

thac 


that  it  muft  again  have  involv  a 
the  Kingdom  in  Blood  ;  but  the 
Army  having  the  greater  Power, 
got  the  King  again  into  their 
Hands,  notwithstanding  all  en- 
devours  to  hinder  it. 

The  Treaty  was  fcarce  ended 
before  the  King  was  feized  on  by 
the  Hands  of  the  lame  Perlons 
that  took  him  from  Hobnby  • 
foon  after  followed  his  Trial. 

To  prepare  a  way  to  this 
Work,  this  Agitating  Council 
did  firft  intend  to  remove  all  out 
of  the  Parliament  who  were  like 
to  oppofe  them ,  and  carried  it 
on  with  fiich  Secrecy,  as  I  had 
not  the  lean:  Intimation  of  it  till 
it  was  done  ,  as  lome  of  the 
Members  of  the  Houle  can  wit- 
nefs,  with  whom  I  was  at  that 

I  4     >  very 
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very  time  upon  fpecial  Bufinefs , 
when  that  Attempt  was  made  by- 
Colonel  Pride  upon  the  Parlia- 
ment, which  I  proteft  I  never  had 
any  knowledg  of  till  it  was  done. 
The  Reafon  why  it  was  fb  fe- 
cretly  carried,  that  I  mould  have 
no  notice  of  it,  was,  becaufe  I 
always  prevented  thofe  De- 
figns  when  I  knew  them. 

By  this  purging  of  the  Houfe, 
(as  they  call'd  it)  the  Parliament 
was  brought  into  fuch  a  con- 
iumptive  and  languishing  Con- 
dition, that  it  could  never  again 
recover  that  healthful  Conftitu- 
tion ,  which  always  kept  the 
Kingdom  in  its  Strength,  Life, 
2nd  Vigour.

My  afflicted  and  troubled 
Mind  for  it ,  and  my  earnefl 
Endeavours  to  prevent  it,  will,  I 
hope,  fumciently  teftify  my  dik 
like  and  abhorrence  of  the  Fad:  : 
And  what  will  they  not  do  to 
the  Shrubs,  having  cut  down  the 
Cedar  ? 

After  this,  Duke  Hamilton, 
the  Earl  of  Holland,  the  Lord 
Capelj&nd others,\\ ere  condemnd 
to  Death. 

It  is  fit  for  me  in  this  Place  to 
fayfomething  for  my  own  Vin- 
dication about  my  Lord  Cape!, 
Sir  Charles  Lucas  and  Sir  George 
Lifle,  who  were  Prifonersat  Mer- 
cy upon  the  rendringof  Colcheftcr, 
%  .  feeing 
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feeing  fome  have  cjueftioned  the 
iuft  Performance  of  thofe  Arti- 
cles. £ 

I  laid  Siege  to  the  Town,  and 
made  feveral  Affaults :  But  find- 
ing their  Forces  within  much 
more  numerous  than  thofe  I  had 
without,  I  was  forced  to  take  ano- 
ther courfe  in  blocking  them  up, 
and,  by  cutting  off  all  fupplies, 
to  bring  them  to  a  Surrender  5 
which  after  four  Months  clofe 
Siege  they  were  compelled  to , 
and  that  upon  Mercy,  being  in 
Number  three  or  four  thoufand 
Men  3  and  delivering  upon  Mer- 
cy, is  to  be  underftood  that  fome 
are  to  Suffer,  the  reft  to  go  Free. 

Immediately  after  onr  en- 
trance into  the  Town,  a  Council 
of  War  was  called,  and  thofe  fore- 
named 
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named  Perfons  were  Sentenced 
to  Die,  the  reft  to  be  Acquitted. 

This  being  fo  refolved,  I 
thought  fit  notwithstanding  to 
tranfmitthe  Lord  Capel,  the  Lord 
Norwich,  &c.  over  to  the  Par- 
liament, being  the  Civil  Judica- 
ture of  the  Kingdom,  confifting 
then  both  of  Lords  and  Com- 
mons, andfomoft  proper  Judges 
in  their  Cafe  ^  who  were  confi- 
derable  for  Eftates  and  Fami- 
lies :  But  Sir  Charles  Luc 04 ,  and 
Sir  George  Lifle,  being  mere  Sol- 
diers of  Fortune,  and  falling  in- 
to our  hands  by  chance  of  War, 
were  Executed  5  and  in  this  I  did 
nothing  but  according  to  my 
Commiffion,and  the  Truft  repor 
fed  in  me, 

But 

t.  »  .  1 . 
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But  it  may  be  objected  I  went 
into  the  Court  during  the  Trial  5 
to  which  I  anfwer,  it  was  at  the 
earneft  requeft  of  my  Lord  Capets 
Friends,  who  defired  me  to  ex- 
plain there  what  was  meant  by 
furrendnng  to  Mercy :  Otherwise 
I  had  not  gone,  being  always  un- 
fatisfled  with  thofe  Courts. 

For  this  I  need  fay  no  more , 
feeing  I  may  as  well  be  queftion'd 
for  the  Articles  of  <Briflol,  Oxford, 
Exeter,  or  any  other  Action  in 
the  War,  as  this. 

I  have  now  related  the  moft 
remarkable  Things  that  might  be 
alledged  againft  me,  during  the 
profecution  of  the  War. 

One  thing  more  requires  I 
fhould  fay  fomething  to  be- 
fore I  conclude 3  that  is,  con- 
cerning 
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cerning  Tapers  and  J)cclaratio?is 
of  the  Army  that  came  out  in  my 
Name,  and  the  Council  of  Of- 
ficers. 

I  fay  from  the  time  they  de- 
clared their  ufurped  Authority  at 
Triplow  Heath,  I  never  gave  my 
free  Confent  to  any  thing  they 
did :  But  being  yet  undifcharged 
of  my  Place,  they  fet  my  Name 
in  way  of  courfe  to  all  their  Pa- 
pers, whether  I  confented  or  not : 
And  to  fuch  failings  are  all  Au- 
thorities fubject.  Under  Parli- 
ament Authority  many  injuries 
have  been  done  3  fo  here  hath  a 
General's  Power  been  broken 
and  crumbled  into  a  Levelling 
Faction. 

Yet  even  this  I  hope  all  im- 
partial Judges  will  interpret  as 

Force 
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Force  and  Ravifliment  of  a  goocf 
Name,  rather  than  a  voluntary 
Confent,  which  might  make  me 
equally  Criminal  with  that  Fa- 
ction. And  if  in  a  multitude 
of  Words,  much  more  in  a 
multitude  of  Actions,  there  muft 
be  fome  Tranfgreflions  5  yet  I 
can  truly  fay,  they  were  never 
deiignedly  ,  or  willfully  com-i 
mitted  by  me. 

All  the  Power  being  got  into 
the  Army,  they  cut  up  the  root 
of  Kingly  Government  j  af- 
ter this  were  Engagements  made 
to  abolrfli  that  Title.  Then  was 
War  declared  againft  Scotland  for 
aflifting  the  King,  and  feveral 
Leagues  made  with  Foreign 
Princes ,  to  Confederate  with 
their  new  Government ,  which 

was 
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was  now  a  Commonwealth,  asainit 
the  Kingly  Power. 

All  this  I  faw  with  grief  and 
forrow,and  though  I  had  as  much, 
the  Love  of  the  Army  as  ever, 
and  was  with  great  importunity 
lolicited  by  that  remaining  Par- 
liament and.'  Soldiers  ,  to  conti- 
nue my  Command  5  and.  though: 
J  might,  fo  long  as  i  acT:ed  their 
Defigns,  have  attained  to  what 
height  of  Power,  and  other  Ad-' 
vantages  I  pleas 'd  5  yet  by  the 
mercies  and  goodnefs  of  God,  I 
did,  fo  long  as  I  continued  in 
the  Army,oppofe  all  thofe  Ways 
in  their  Councils,  and  when  f 
could  do  no  more,  I  then  de- 
clined their  Actions :  Though 
I  did  not  rjeiign  my  Commil- 
lion  which  I  had  from  the  Par- 
liament, 
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liament,  till  the  remaining  part 
of  it  took  it  from  me. 

Thus  have  I  given  you  the 
Sum  of  the  moft  confiderable 
Things,  for  which  the  World 
may  Cenfure  me,  during  this 
unhappy  War  5  and  I  hope  in  all 
my  Weaknefs  and  Failings,  there 
fhall  not  be  found  Crimes  of  that 
Magnitude  to  make  me  be  num- 
bred  with  thofe  who  have  done 
thefe  Things  through  Ambition 
and  Diffimulation.
